PROPOSALS  FOR  PRINTING  AND  BINDING  WHICH  MAY  BE  DONE  AND 
PERFORMED  ANYWHERE  IN  THE  STATE  OF  ILLINOIS. 

Proposals  will  be  received  until  5  o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919,  at 
office  of  the  Director-  of  Public  Works  and  Building's  in  the  Capitol.  Springfield, 
fis,  for  contracts  to  furnish  the  various  classes  of  printing  and  binding,  which 
ing  and  binding  may  be  done  and  performed  anywhere  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
che  period  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1919,  to  and  including  the  30th  day  of 
ane,  1921. 

Separate  bids  are  solicited  for  each  class  or  sub-class  of  articles  to  be  fur¬ 
nished  or  work  to  be  done,  and  each  of  such  class  or  sub-class  shall  be  let  under  a 

separate  contract. 

The  Governor  and  Director  of  Public  Works  and  buildings  shall  thereupon  fix 
a  time  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  when  contracts  will 
be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the  same  day 
that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read.  The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  With  the  approval  of  the  Governor, 
to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Illinois  whose 
bids  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  reserves  the  right,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  or  bids  for  separate  classes  or 
sub-classes  if  in  his  opinion  such  action  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500), 
and  each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000) 
or  more,  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 

dollars  ($1,000). 

Each  bid  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  under  seal, 
executed  by  the  bidder,  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and  if  he  shall 
fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and  conditioned  as 
required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such  certified  check 
shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  may  be  retained 
by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages. 

Contracts  will  be  entered  into  for  supplying  the  various  quantities  of  work  and 
materials  above  mentioned  required  by  the  State  of  Illinois,  whether-  more  or  less 
than  the  amounts  estimated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings. 

Blank  proposals  containing  the  instructions,  schedule  and  specifications  may 
be  obtained  by  addressing.

How  Constituted.  Printing  of  the  First  Class  consists  of  the  printing, 
folding,  stitching  and  trimming  of'  Bills,  Resolutions,  and  Conference 
Reports  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Printing  Paper.  Paper  for  the  printing  of  the  First  Class  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  State  in  sheets  25  by  33  inches  in  size. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 


contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  contractor 
a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  contract  such  contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  all  paper  then  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  State. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  take  a  note  of  the  paper  so  returned. 
If  it  is  found  that  any  of  the  paper  delivered  to  the  contractor  has  been 
wasted  or  converted  to  other  use  than  that  of  the  State,  the  contractor  shall 
he  charged  with  the  full  value  thereof,  together  with  a  penalty  of  50  per 
cent  (50%)  of  the  value  of  the  paper  so  used  or  wasted  and  the  amount  shall 
be  deducted  from  his  account  or  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  his  bond. 
Provided,  that  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  3  per  cent  (3%)  on  the  cost  of 
such  paper  may  be  made  for  the  usual  wastage. 

Insurance.  If  upon  the  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  paper  is 
delivered  to  any  contractor  and  accepted  by  such  contractor  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper 
so  delivered  and  accepted  shall  thereupon  cease,  and  the  contractor  shall 
thereupon  be  held  as  the  insurer  of  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  assume  all  responsibility  of  all  paper 
delivered  to  and  accepted  by  him  and  to  save  and  keep  harmless  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  State  of  Illinois  from  all  damage  or  loss 
by  fire  or  otherwise. 

Size.  The  size  of  the  printed  page  shall  be  eight  (8)  inches  wide  and 
twelve  (12)  inches  long  when  trimmed. 

Number  of  Copies.  The  number  of  copies  of  each  Bill  and  Resolution 
will  in  all  probability  be  approximately  seven  hundred  (700)  copies  for  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  seven  hundred  (700)  copies  for  the  Senate. 

Type  Used — Proof  Reader.  The  type  used  in  doing  the  printing  of  the 
Bills,  Resolutions,  and  Conference  Reports  of  the  General  Assembly  shall 
be  Small  Pica  (11  point),  composed  in  a  measure  six  (6)  inches  wide  and 
made  up  into  pages  ten  and  one-half  (10%)  inches  long.  Between  the  lines 
shall  be  a  space  not  exceeding  one  (1)  pica  (12  points);  but  if  any  matter 
should  properly  be  set  solid  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  so  decide 
and  direct. 

During  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  shall  appoint  a  skilled  and  competent  person  or  persons  to  read 
the  proof  on  work  in  the  First  Class,  and  the  contractor  shall  furnish  such 
proof  reader  or  readers  with  suitable  office  room  and  shall  also  provide,  at 
the  contractor’s  expense,  an  acceptable  copyholder  or  holders  to  assist  such 
proof  reader  or  readers. 

Manner  of  Printing.  All  printing  shall  be  done  under  the  general  super¬ 
vision  and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  He  shall  give  gen¬ 
eral  directions  for  the  making  up  of  matter  in  all  classes  so  as  to  avoid  all 
unnecessary  charges  in  composition  and  presswork,  and  the  contractor  shall 
observe  such  directions. 

The  Superintendent  of  priuting  shall,  by  combining  orders,  or  otherwise, 
as  far  as  possible  prevent  charges  for  constructive  or  double  composition 
and  the  contractor  shall  follow  such  directions. 

Contractor’s  Duties.  The  contractor  shall  execute  within  such  reason¬ 
able  time  as  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  require  and  in  a  manner 
acceptable  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  all  orders  for  printing  issued 
to  him.  It  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  contractor  for  any  class  of  printing 
to  supply  such  material  and  appliances  as  are  in  the  judgment  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  considered  reasonably  necessary  for  the  prompt  and 
workmanlike  execution  of  the  work. 

If  any  job  is  rejected  on  account  of  error  attributable  to  the  contractor 
he  shall  promptly  reprint  the  job  without  additional  charge  and  furnish  at 
his  own  cost,  charge,  and  expense  the  necessary  printing  paper  or  other  ma¬ 
terial  or  work  therefor. 

Delivery.  All  matter  which  may  be  ordered  printed  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  contractor  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  and  the  contractor  who  is 
bound  by  his  contract  to  print  the  same  shall  not  be  held  accountable  for 
and  delay  occasioned  by  want  of  copy  or  return  of  proofs. 
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Any  bill  or  bills,  resolution  or  resolutions,  joint  resolutions,  and  similar 
printing  for  which  manuscript  or  copy  is  delivered  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  by  the  respective  clerical  officers  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
printed  at  any  reasonable  time  required  by  the  respective  clerical  officers, 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  issue  such  orders  to  the  contractor 
as  will  insure  delivery  of  same  to  the  respective  clerical  officers  at  the  time 
required.  ■ 

Any  and  all  transportation  charges  for  delivery  of  work  and  material 
shall  be  borne  by  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  will  deliver  all  work  as  directed  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  printing  in  any  class  shall  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect  for 
an  unreasonable  time  to  do  or  to  complete  and  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion 
any  contractor  cannot  do  and  complete  and  deliver  within  the  time  required 
by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or  orders  for  printing  in 
any  class  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  class  or  for  the  execution  of 
such  particular  order  or  orders  without  previous  advertisement  for  bids  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor,  and  in  case  any  contractor  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular 
order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from  him  for  any  unreasonable  delay,  such 
contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  or  to  his  order,  printer’s  copy  of  the  work  so  unreasonably  delayed.  In 
case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any  contractor 
for  an  unreasonable  delay,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  in  the  adjustment 
of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow  the  contractor  the  contract 
price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  completed  and  accepted  deducting 
therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  State  by  reason  of  such 
unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole  or 
in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel  such 
contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing  specify¬ 
ing  his  reasons  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  General  in 
writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney 
General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prosecute  the  same 
to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
tract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and  when¬ 
ever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled,  or  any 
investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either  House 
thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  hereby 
given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  enter  into 
and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired  portion  of 
the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
State. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  prices  which  may  be  paid  for  work  in 


the  First  Class  are  as  follows: 

Composition  per  thousand  ems . $0.60 

Presswork  for  each  four-page  form: 

For  the  first  250  impressions .  0.80 

Each  additional  250  impressions  up  to  1,000 .  0.40 


.  Each  1,000  impressions  up  to  5,000 — per  thousand  impressions...  2.00 
Folding,  stitching,  binding  and  trimming  Bills,  Resolutions,  and 
Conference  reports — per  one  hundred  pages,  aggregate  count...  0.02 
Interpretation.  In  computing  composition  in  the  First  Class,  type  shall 
be  measured  as  if  it  had  been  set  solid;  necessary  fractions  of  pages  may 
be  counted  as  full  pages,  but  no  blank  pages  shall  be  charged  for. 

All  composition  shall  be  measured  as  plain  work  of  this  class  and  no 
extra  allowed  on  account  of  a  variance  from  plain  composition. 
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No  charge  for  composition  shall  be  allowed  for  second  editions  nor  for 
any  other  reprint  from  linotype,  electrotype,  stereotype,  or  other  plates, 
until  after  released  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

The  contractor  will  hold  all  forms  as  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  when  in  his  judgment  a  reprint  will  be  ordered. 

Jobs  properly  requiring  changes  on  the  press  shall  not  be  charged  as 
separate  jobs,  but  charge  may  be  allowed  for  actual  time  required  for  mak¬ 
ing  such  changes;  provided ,  however ,  that  such  time  charged  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  the  cost  of  such  job  if  measured  separately. 

In  estimating  presswork  in  this  class  four  pages  shall  be  considered  a 
form,  provided  that  any  number  of  pages  fewer  than  four  shall  be  considered 
a  form  when  the  copy  of  any  job  done  in  this  class  is  not  sufficient  to  make 
four  pages  or  shall  make  one  or  more  full  forms  and  a  fractional  part  of 
another  form. 

No  single  job  of  presswork  shall  be  charged  at  less  than  250  impressions, 
and  jobs  requiring  1,000  impressions  or  more  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  bid 
for  1,000  impressions  or  more. 

The  best  quality  of  printing  ink  suitable  for  the  character  of  the  work 
being  executed  shall  be  used  in  the  presswork.  The  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on  what  grade  of  printing  ink 
shall  be  used  in  the  work  of  any  particular  class,  order,  or  orders. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  specifi¬ 
cations  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered,  which  does  not 
conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within 
itself. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of  the 
possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  and 
resources,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  efficiently 
carry  out  the  terms  of  contract. 

Careful,  neat,  and  workmanlike  printing  will  be  required  and  demanded. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on 
what  constitutes  satisfactory  work. 

The  contractor  must  be  prepared  and  equipped  to  do  and  perform  all  the 
work  contracted  for  in  his  own  premises,  and  no  part  of  the  work  con¬ 
tracted  for  may  be  sublet  or  performed  in  any  other  plant  or  establishment, 
nor  shall  any  assignment  of  contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  permitted 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  to  any  person  holding  any  State  office  in  this 
State  or  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  person  employed  in  any 
of  the  offices  of  the  State  Government  or  the  wife  of  a  State  officer,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  employee  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  State 
officer,  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  wife  of  employee  as  aforesaid 
become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  such  contract,  under  penalty 
of  forfeiting  such  contract  and  being  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000). 

Any  person  who  shall  offer  to  pay  any  person  any  money  or  other  valu¬ 
able  thing  to  induce  such  person  not  to  bid  for  a  State  contract  or  as  a 
recompense  to  him  for  not  having  bid  for  such  contract  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Any  person  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for^ 
not  bidding  for  a  State  contract  or  who  shall  withold  a  bid  in  consideration* 
of  the  promise  for  the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  peni¬ 
tentiary  not  longer  than  three  years.

Each  bid  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  material  must  be  in  writing, 
enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope  having  endorsed  thereon,  “Proposal  of 

. whose  address  is . for . ” 

Filling  in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the 
designation  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made  and  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00  o’clock 
p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

Each  proposal  for  work  in  the  First  Class  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
certified  check  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  payable  to  the 
order  of  Frank  I.  Bennett,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
Buildings.  Each  proposal  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agree¬ 
ment,  under  seal,  executed  by  the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be 
accepted  and  he  shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within 
the  time  and  conditioned  as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case, 
the  amount  of  such  certified  check  shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  and  may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated 
damages. 

At  the  time  designated  in  the  advertisement  for  opening  bids  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  publicly  read 
the  bids  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  materials.  The  Governor  and  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  shall  thereupon  fix  a 
time  which  shall  not  be  later  than  ten  days  thereafter  when  contracts  will 
be  awarded.  Such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the  same  day 
that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 

At  the  time  fixed  for  publicly  awarding  contracts  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  publicly  award  the  contract 
for  each  class  of  work  to  be  done  or  materials  to  be  furnished  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  taking  bond  from  bim  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  but  not  to  exceed  ten  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($10,000),  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
contract. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  same  person 
from  bidding  for  more  than  one  class  or  sub-class  of  work  to  be  done  or 
articles  to  be  furnished. 

If  two  or  more  persons  shall  bid  the  same  price  for  either  class  or  sub¬ 
class  of  work  to  be  done  or  articles  to  be  furnished  and  such  price  is  the 
lowest  for  that  class  or  sub-class  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  award 
the  contract  to  such  one  of  the  bidders  as  he  shall  decide  publicly  to  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

All  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  if  he 
disapproves  the  same  there  shall  be  a  reletting  of  the  contract. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  may 
reject  any  and  all  bids.  Within  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of  any  bid 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  contract  to  be  prepared  and 
entered  into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State  of  Illinois,  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such  bidder,  setting  forth 
fully  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  work  specified  is  to  be  per¬ 
formed.  Such  bidder  shall  at  the  time  execute  a  bond  in  a  penal  sum  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
(but  not  to  exceed  $10,000),  payable  to  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
with  not  less  than  two  sureties,  who  shall  be  responsible  freeholders  of  this 
State  and  who  shall  testify  under  oath  that  they  are  each  worth  over  and 
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above  all  debts  and  property  exempt  from  execution  an  amount  equal  to  the 
amount  named  as  a  penalty  in  such  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  all  duties  required  of  him  by  law  and  by  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  of  this  contract.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  and  the  Governor. 

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected  the  certified  check  and  the 
provisional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him 
without  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  provisional  agreement 
of  each  successful  bidder  shall  be  retained  until  such  bidder  has  entered 
into  a  contract  and  furnished  the  bond  required  of  him,  when  such  certified 
check  and  provisional  agreement  shall  be  returned;  but  if  such  successful 
bidder  shall  fail  to  enter  into  a  contract  and  furnish  the  bond  required  of 
him  within  the  time  required  herein,  then,  and  in  either  case,  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  certified  check  and 
cover  the  same  into  the  State  treasury.

How  Constituted.  Printing  of  the  Second  and  Third  Class  constitutes 
all  the  journals,  including  the  daily  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  and  other  printing  for  the  General  Assembly,  such  as 
synopses  of  bills,  legislative  digest,  reports  of  committees,  and  communi¬ 
cations,  and  not  comprehended  within  the  first  or  seventh  classes,  also  the 
printing  of  the  session  laws  and  reports  of  all  officers,  boards,  commissions, 
institutions,  and  departments,  which  are  bound  in  cloth  or  leather  bindings 
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or  partly  in  cloth  or  leather  and  partly  in  paper  bindings,  and  will  be  let  in 
one  contract. 

Printing  Paper.  Paper  for  the  Printing  of  the  Second  and  Third  Class 

shall  be  provided  by  the  State. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 
contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  contractor 
a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  contract  such  contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  all  paper  then  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  State. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  take  a  note  of  the  paper  so  returned. 
If  it  is  found  that  any  of  the  paper  delivered  to  the  contractor  has  been 
wasted  or  converted  to  other  use  than  that  of  the  State,  the  contractor  shall 
be  charged  with  the  full  value  thereof,  together  with  a  penalty  of  50  per 
cent  (50%)  of  the  value  of  the  paper  so  used  or  wasted  and  the  amount 
shall  be  deducted  from  his  account  or  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  his 
bond.  Provided,  that  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  3  per  cent  (3%)  on  the 
cost  of  such  paper  may  be  made  for  the  usual  wastage. 

Insurance.  If  upon  the  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  paper  is 
delivered  to  any  contractor  and  accepted  by  such  contractor,  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper 
so  delivered  and  accepted  shall  thereupon  cease,  and  the  contractor  shall 
thereupon  be  held  as  the  insurer  of  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  assume  all  responsibility  of  all  paper 
delivered  to  and  accepted  by  him  and  to  save  and  keep  harmless  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  State  of  Illinois  from  all  damage  or  loss 
by  fire  or  otherwise. 

Uniform  Size  and  Style.  All  reports  which  are  reuired  to  be  made  to 
fhe  General  Assembly  or  to  the  Governor  which  may  be  ordered  printed 
shall,  when  printed,  be  of  uniform  size  and  style  of  paper,  printing,  and 
binding,  and  the  reports,  exclusive  of  cover  if  bound  in  cloth  or  leather, 
shall  be  6  inches  wide  and  9  inches  long  as  nearly  as  may  be.  Reports 
which  may  be  ordered  printed  and  which  may  be  bound  in  paper  covers 
shall  be  of  uniform  size  and  style  of  paper,  printing,  and  binding  and  shall 
be  6  inches  wide  and  9  inches  long  as  nearly  as  may  be. 

Manner  of  Printing.  All  printing  shall  be  done  under  the  general 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  He  shall  give 
general  directions  for  the  making-up  of  matter  in  all  classes  so  as  to  avoid 
all  unnecessary  charges  in  composition  and  presswork,  and  the  contractor 
shall  observe  such  directions. 

The  manner,  form,  style,  size,  and  arrangement  of  type,  the  spacing  of 
lines,  the  width  of  borders  and  margins,  the  method  and  material  of  all 
public  printing  shall  when  not  otherwise  prescribed  by  law,  be  determined 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  having  proper  regard  to  economy  and 
workmanship  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  work  is  needed. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  by  combining  orders  or  otherwise, 
as  far  as  possible  prevent  charges  for  constructive  or  double  composition 
and  the  contractor  shall  follow  such  directions. 

Type  to  be  Used — Make-up.  The  type  used  in  doing  the  work  of  the 
Second  and  Third  Class,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing,  shall  be  10-point  (long  primer)  modern  for  text;  8-point  (brevier) 
modern  for  extracts,  quoted  matter,  correspondence,  resolutions,  etc.,  6-point 
(nonpareil)  modern  for  tabular  wrork,  exhibits,  etc.  The  type  to  be  good, 
of  uniform  size,  and  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  Type 
must  be  made  up  into  medium  octavo  pages  twrenty-six  (26)  picas  in  width 
and  forty-five  (45)  picas  in  length  and  set  solid  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  may,  in  his  discretion,  have  such  work 
leaded  or  slugged  as  the  case  may  require. 

Journals.  The  journals,  including  the  daily  journals,  if  any,  ordered  by 
the  General  Assembly  shall  be  set  solid,  without  the  intervention  of  un¬ 
necessary  leads  or  slugs.  In  the  printed  journal  of  each  House  of  the 
General  Assembly  each  list  of  the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  set  in  6-point 
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(nonpareil)  type  in  five  columns  in  alphabetical  order.  When  two  or  more 
surnames  are  alike  they  shall  be  distinguished  in  the  list  by  the  addition 
of  the  Christian  name  or  initials.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall 
have  two  hundred  copies  of  the  daily  journal  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
General  Assembiy  and  for  the  use  of  the  officers  of  the  State  Government 
This  edition  may,  if  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  orders,  be  printed  upon 
inted  paper.  After  all  errors  of  the  first  edition  of  the  daily  journal  have 
been  corrected,  there  shall  be  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  the  daily

In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn 
from  any  contractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  in  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow  the  con¬ 
tractor  the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  completed 
and  accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the 
State  by  reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole  or 
in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel  such 
contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing  specify¬ 
ing  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  General  in 
writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney 
General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prosecute  the  same 
to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
tract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and 
whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled, 
or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is 
hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to 
enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests 
for  the  State. 


Printed  by  Authority.  All  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  and  reports 
printed  through  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  have 
printed  thereon  the  words  “Printed  by  authority  of  the  State  of  Illinois.” 
No  publication  shall  have  written,  stamped  or  printed  thereon  nor  attached 
thereto  the  words  “Compliments  of,”  followed  by  the  name,  or  any  other 
words  of  similar  purport.

Tabular  work  shall  consist  of  two  or  more  columns  of  figures,  or 
figures  or  words,  with  or  without  rules  separating  columns.  “Objectionable” 
matter  may  be  estimated  at  the  price  paid  for  tabular  work. 

All  composition  not  coming  within  the  foregoing  specific  definitions 
shall  be  measured  as  plain  composition,  and  no  extra  charge  shall  be 
allowed  for  such  work  above  the  contract  price. 

No  charge  for  composition  shall  be  allowed  for  second  editions  nor 
for  any  other  reprint  from  linotype,  electrotype,  stereotype  or  other  plates 
or  forms  until  after  released  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.

When  applied  to  the  presswork  of  halftones  run  separately  from  the 
text,  1,000  impressions  shall  mean  1,000  impressions  of  a  form  of  16  pages  or 
less  on  one  side  of  1,000  sheets  of  paper. 

No  single  job  of  presswork  shall  be  charged  at  less  than  250  im¬ 
pressions,  and  jobs  requiring  1,000  impressions  or  more  will  be  charged 
at  the  rate  bid  for  1,000  impressions  or  more.

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  speci¬ 
fications  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does 
not  conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within 
itself. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of 
the  possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  tools,  machinery,  equipment, 
and  resources,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  effi¬ 
ciently  carry  out  the  terms  of  contract. 

Careful,  neat,  and  workmanlike  printing  will  be  required  and  de¬ 
manded.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final 
judgment  on  what  constitutes  satisfactory  work.

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill  for  printing  the  matter 
shall  be  determined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor,  as  against  the  State, 
who  for  that  purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert.

The  printing,  folding,  stitching,  binding,  and  trim¬ 
ming  of  statements,  briefs,  and  abstracts  for  the  Attorney  General  shall 
constitute  the  Fourth  Class. 
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Printing  Paper.  Paper  for  the  printing  of  the  Fourth  Class  shall  be 
provided  by  the  State  in  sheets  28  by  42  inches  in  size. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 
contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  contractor 
a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same. 
At  the  expiration  of  his  contract  such  contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  all  paper  then  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the 
State.

In  statements,  briefs,  ab¬ 
stracts,  etc.,  containing  64  pages  or  less  the  contractor  must  be  prepared 
to  furnish  complete  proof  within  24  hours,  and  deliver  the  work  complete 
within  48  hours.  On  all  documents  containing  not  less  than  128  pages  24 
hours’  additional  time  will  be  allowed,  and  additional  time  in  proportion 
for  a  greater  number  ol  pages.  In  some  cases  it  may  be  necessary  that 
less  than  the  time  herein  specified  may  be  allowed;  and  the  contractor 
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must  be  prepared  to  make  deliveries  at  the  time  demanded  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing. 

Contractor’s  Duties.  The  contractor  shall  execute  within  such  rea¬ 
sonable  time  as  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  require  and  in  a  man¬ 
ner  acceptable  to  such  Superintendent  all  orders  for  printing  issued  to 
him;  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  contractor  for  any  class  or  subclass  of 
printing  to  supply  such  material  and  appliances  as  are  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  reasonably  necessary  for  the  prompt  and 
workmanlike  execution  of  the  work.  The  contractor  for  work  in  the 
Fourth  Class  shall  read  and  correct  first  proofs  of  all  work  done  by  him 
and  see  that  the  same  is  reasonably  free  from  errors,  properly  made 
up  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  uni¬ 
form  in  style,  punctuation,  and  capitalization  and  conformable  to  copy 
furnished. 

A  corrected  proof  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  who  shall  read  the  same.  If  additions,  changes  in  copy,  or  corrections 
be  made  in  the  corrected  proof,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  desig¬ 
nate  the  same  to  the  contractor,  who  shall  promptly  make  the  additions, 
changes  in  copy,  or  corrections  indicated  on  such  proof  and  return  it  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  for  a  revision,  if  required.  The  contractor 
shall  return  to  the  Superinendent  of  Printing  printer’s  copy  or  manuscript 
which  was  furnished  to  him. 

If  any  job  is  rejected  on  account  of  error  attributable  to  the  contractor 
he  shall  promptly  reprint  the  job  without  additional  charge,  furnishing  at 
his  own  cost,  charge,  and  expense  all  necessary  printing,  paper,  and  other 
material  or  work  therefor. 

Delivery.  All  matter  which  may  be  ordered  printed  shall  be  deliv¬ 
ered  to  the  contractor  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  and  the  contractor 
who  is  bound  by  his  contract  to  print  the  same  shall  not  be  held  ac¬ 
countable  for  any  delay  occasioned  by  the  want  of  copy  or  return  of 
proofs.  Any  and  all  transportation  charges  for  delivery  of  work  and  ma¬ 
terial  shall  be  borne  by  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  for  printing  shall,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense,  deliver 
all  work  required  of  him  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  to  such  points 
within  the  city  of  Springfield  designated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  printing  in  any  class  shall  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect  for 
an  unreasonable  time  to  do  or  to  complete  and  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion 
any  contractor  cannot  do  and  complete  and  deliver,  within  the  time  re¬ 
quired  by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or  orders  for 
printing  in  any  class  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  class  or  for  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  such  particular  order  or  orders  without  previous  advertisement 
for  bids  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor,  and  in  case  any  contractor 
shall  be  notified  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  that  any 
particular  order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from  him  for  an  unreasonable 
delay,  such  contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  printer’s  copy  of  the  work  so  un¬ 
reasonably  delayed.  In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  with¬ 
drawn  from  any  contractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  in  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow 
the  contractor  the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained 
by  the  State  by  reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract,  and,  having  done  so,  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reasons  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  10  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any 
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State  contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that 
such  contract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means, 
and  whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  can¬ 
celled,  or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly 
or  either  House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  to  enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  * 
best  interests  for  the  State. 

Printed  by  Authority.  All  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  and  reports 
printed  through  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  have 
printed  thereon  the  words:  “Printed  by  authority  of  the  State  of  Illinois.” 
No  publication  shall  have  written,  stamped,  or  printed  therein,  nor  at¬ 
tached  thereto,  the  words,  “Compliments  of,”  followed  by  the  name  of  any 
one  nor  any  other  words  of  similar  purport.

I  nterpretation. 

Tabular  work  shall  consist  of  two  or  more  columns  of  figures,  or  figures 
or  words,  with  or  without  rules  separating  columns.  “Objectionable”  mat¬ 
ter  may  be  estimated  at  the  price  paid  for  tabular  work. 

All  composition  not  coming  within  the  foregoing  specific  definitions 
shall  be  measured  as  plain  composition,  and  no  extra  charge  shall  be  allowed 
for  such  work  above  the  contract  price. 

No  charge  for  composition  shall  be  allowed  for  second  editions  nor  for 
any  other  reprint  from  linotype,  electrotype,  stereotype  or  other  plates  or 
forms  until  after  released  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Jobs  properly  requiring  changes  on  the  press  shall  not  be  charged  as 
separate  jobs,  but  charge  may  be  allowed  for  actual  time  required  for 
making  such  changes,  provided,  however,  that  such  time  charged  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  the  cost  of  such  job  if  measured  separately. 

In  estimating  presswork  of  the  Fourth  Class  eight  (8)  pages  shall  be 
counted  as  a  form,  if  there  be  enough  consecutive  matter  to  make  eight  (8) 
pages,  but  if  any  document  makes  less  than  eight  (8)  pages,  or  if  for  any 
good  reason  it  becomes  necessary  to  print  any  part  of  any  document  in 
smaller  form,  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  form.  The  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  shall  give  general  directions  for  the  make-up  of  matter  so  as  to  avoid 
unnecessary  chargss  for  composition  and  presswork  and  the  contractor 
shall  observe  such  directions. 

When  applied  to  the  presswork  of  halftones  run  separately  from  the 
text,  1,000  impressions  shall  mean  1,000  impressions  of  a  form  of  16  pages 
or  levs  on  one  side  of  1,000  sheets  of  paper. 
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No  single  job  of  presswork  shall  be  charged  at  less  than  250  impressions, 
and  jobs  requiring  1,000  impressions  or  more  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  bid 
for  1,000  impressions  or  more. 

When  a  job  exceeds  1,000  impressions,  additional  fractional  parts  of 
1,000  impresions  shall  be  charged  for  at  a  prorata  figure  on  the  basis  per 
thousand  taken  by  such  job. 

The  .best  quality  of  printing  ink  suitable  for  the  character  of  work 
•  being  executed  shall  be  used  in  the  presswork.  The  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on  the  quality  or  grade  of  ink 
to  be  used  on  any  work  executed  for  the  State. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  specifica¬ 
tions  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does  not  con¬ 
form  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within  itself. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satifactory  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the  pro¬ 
visions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of  the 
possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  and  re¬ 
sources,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  efficiently  carry 
out  the  terms  of  contract. 

Careful,  neat,  and  workmanlike  printing  will  be  required  and  demanded. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment 
on  what  constitutes  satisfactory  work. 

The  contractor  must  be  prepared  and  equipped  to  do  and  perform  all  the 
work  contracted  for  in  his  own  premises,  and  no  part  of  the  w~ork  contracted 
for  may  be  sublet  or  performed  in  any  other  plant  or  establishment,  nor  shall 
any  assignment  of  contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  permitted  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  to  any  person  holding  any  State  office  in  this 
State  or  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  person  employed  in  any 
of  the  offices  of  the  State  Government  or  the  wife  of  a  State  officer,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  employee  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any 
State  officer,  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  wife  of  employee  as 
aforesaid  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  such  contract,  un¬ 
der  penalty  of  forfeiting  such  contract  and  being  fined  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Any  person  who  shall  offer  to  pay  any  person  any  money  or  other  valu¬ 
able  thing  to  induce  such  person  not  to  bid  for  a  State  contract  or  as  a 
recompense  to  him  for  not  having  bid  for  such  contract  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Any  person  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for  not 
bidding  for  a  State  contract  or  who  shall  withhold  a  bid  in  consideration 
of  the  promise  for  the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years.

Filling  in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the 
designation  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00 
o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

Each  proposal  for  work  in  the  Fourth  Class  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
certified  check  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  payable  to  the 
order  of  Frank  I.  Bennett,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  Buildings.  Each  proposal  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional 
agreement,  under  seal,  executed  by  the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such 
bid  be  accepted  and  he  shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond 
within  the  time  and  conditioned  as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either 
such  case,  the  amount  of  such  certified  check  shall  become  absolutely 
the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  may  be  retained  by  the  State  as 
and  for  liquidated  damages.

The  Governor  and  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  shall  thereupon  fix  a 
time  which  shall  be  not  later  than  ten  days  thereafter  when  contracts 
will  be  awarded.  Such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the  same  day 
that  bids  are  openend  and  publicly  read. 

At  the  time  fixed  for  publicly  awarding  contracts  the  Superintendent

the  amount  named  as  a  penalty  in  such  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  duties  required  of  him  Dy  law  and  by  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  of  his  contract.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  and  the  Governor. 

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected  the  certified  check  and  the 
provisional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him 
without  unnecessary  delay.

In  his  bill  the  contractor 
shall  name  each  job  printed,  the  number  of  copies  of  each  job  printed, 
the  number  of  impressions  of  presswork  on  each  job,  the  number  of  ems 
of  plain  or  of  each  kind  of  tabular  composition,  the  extra  charges  if  any, 
and  also  the  kind  and  quantity  of  paper  used  in  each  job. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill  for  printing  the  matter 
shall  be  determined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor,  as  against  the  State, 
who  for  that  purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

Holding  Metal.  All  metal  shall  be  held  in  page  form  without  charge 
for  at  least  30  days  from  day  form  is  printed  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.

Printing  Paper.  Paper  for  the  printing  of  the  Fifth  Class  shall  pe  pre- 
vided  by  the  State  in  sheets  28  by  34  inches  in  size;  covei  paper  30  by  40 
inches,  100-Ib  manila. 
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The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 
contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  contractor 
a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same.

The  Governor  and  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  shall  thereupon 
fix  a  time  w’hich  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  when  con¬ 
tracts  will  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on 
the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read.  The  award  of  contracts 
will  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders,  for  the  interests  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  reserves  the  right,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  bids  for  separate  classes 
or  sub-classes  if  in  his  opinion  such  action  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

Each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500),  and  each  bid  the  total  amount  of  w^hich  is  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  or  more,  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Each  bid  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  under  seal, 
executed  by  the  bidder,  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and  if  he 
shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and  condi¬ 
tioned  as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such 
certified  check  shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and 
may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages. 

Contracts  will  be  entered  into  for  supplying  the  various  quantities  of  work 
and  materials  above  mentioned  required  by  the  State  of  Illinois,  whether  more 
or  less  than  the  amounts  estimated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and 
Buildings. 

Blank  proposals  containing  the  instructions,  schedule  and  specifications 
may  be  obtained  by  addressing.

How  Constituted.  The  printing  of  the  Sixth  Class  consists  of  all  pamph¬ 
let  work,  including  circulars  and  other  similar  work  and  all  reports  and 
documents  which  are  not  bound,  wholly  or  in  part  in  cloth,  leather,  or  other 
hard  binding,  including  binding  thereof,  and  not  comprehended  in  any  other 
Class. 
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Printing  Paper.  Paper  for  the  printing  of  the  Sixth  Class  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  State. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 
contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  contractor 
a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  contract  such  contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  all  paper  then  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  State. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  take  a  note  of  the  paper  so  returned. 
If  it  is  found  that  any  of  the  paper  delivered  to  the  contractor  has  been 
wasted  or  converted  to  other  use  than  that  of  the  State  the  contractor  shall 
be  charged  with  the  full  value  thereof,  together  with  a  penalty  of  50  per 
cent  (50%)  of  the  value  of  the  paper  so  used  or  wasted  and  the  amount 
shall  be  deducted  from  his  account  or  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  his 
bond.  Provided,  that  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  3  per  cent  (3%)  on 
the  cost  of  such  paper  may  be  made  for  the  usual  wastage. 

Insurance.  If  upon  the  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  paper 
is  delivered  to  any  contractor  and  accepted  by  such  contractor  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper 
so  delivered  and  accepted  shall  thereupon  cease,  and  the  contractor  shall 
thereupon  be  held  as  the  insurer  of  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  assume  all  responsibility  of  all  paper 
delivered  to  and  accepted  by  him  and  to  save  and  keep  harmless  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  State  of  Illinois  from  all  damages  or  loss 
by  fire  or  otherwise. 

Uniform  Size  and  Style.  All  reports  which  are  required  to  be  made  to 
the  General  Assembly  or  to  the  Governor  which  may  be  ordered  printed 
shall,  when  printed,  be  of  uniform  size  and  style  of  paper,  printing,  and  bind¬ 
ing.  Reports  which  may  be  ordered,  printed,  and  which  may  be  bound 
in  paper  covers  shall  be  of  uniform  size  and  style  of  paper,  printing,  and 
binding  and  shall  be  6  inches  wide  and  9  inches  long  as  nearly  as  may  be. 

In  some  cases  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  order  pamphlets 
printed  in  pages  smaller  or  larger  than  the  size  specified  herein,  and  the 
contractor  will  be  required  and  must  be  prepared  to  follow  such  directions. 

Manner  of  Printing.  All  printing  shall  be  done  under  the  general  super¬ 
vision  and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  He  shall  give  general 
directions  for  the  making  up  of  matter  in  all  classes  so  as  to  avoid  all  un¬ 
necessary  charges  in  composition  and  presswork,  and  the  contractor  shall 
observe  such  directions. 

The  manner,  form,  style,  size  and  arrangement  of  type,  the  spacing 
of  lines,  the  width  of  borders  and  margins,  the  method  and  material  of  all 
public  printing  shall,  when  not  otherwise  prescribed  by  law,  be  determined 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  having  proper  regard  to  economy  and 
workmanship  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  work  is  needed. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  by  combining  orders  or  otherwise, 
as  far  as  possible  prevent  charges  for  constructive  or  double  composition 
and  the  contractor  shall  follow  such  directions. 

Type  to  be  Used — Make-up.  The  type  used  in  doing  the  work  of  the 
Sixth  Class,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing, 
shall  be  10-point  (long  primer)  modern  for  text;  8-point  (brevier)  modern 
for  extracts,  quoted  matter,  correspondence,  resolutions,  etc.,  6-point  (non¬ 
pareil)  modern  for  tabular  work,  exhibits,  etc.  The  type  to  be  good,  of  uni¬ 
form  size  and  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  Type  must 
be  made  up  into  medium  octavo  pages  twenty-six  (26)  picas  in  width  and 
forty-five  (45)  picas  in  length  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Printing  and  set  solid  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  may,  in  his  discretion,  have  such  work 
leaded  or  slugged  as  the  case  may  require. 

Printing  for  which  manuscript  or  copy  is  delivered  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  by  the  respective  clerical  officers  of  the  Senate  and 
House  shall  be  printed  at  such  time  as  will  permit  their  delivery  by  9  o’clock 
of  the  morning,  except  Sunday,  next  succeeding  the  day  on  which  the  order 
for  such  printing  is  delivered. 
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Contractor’s  Duties.  The  contractor  shall  execute  within  such  reason¬ 
able  time  as  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  require  and  in  a  manner 
acceptable  to  such  Superintendent  all  orders  for  printing  issued  to  him;  it 
shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  contractor  for  any  class  or  sub-class  of  print¬ 
ing  to  supply  such  material  and  appliances  as  are  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  reasonably  necessary  for  the  prompt  and  work¬ 
manlike  execution  of  the  work.  The  contractor  for  work  in  the  Sixth  Class 
shall  read  and  correct  first  proofs  of  all  work  done  by  him  and  see  that  the 
same  is  reasonably  free  from  errors,  properly  made  up  in  accordance  with 
the  orders  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  uniform  in  style,  punctuation, 
and  capitalization  and  conformable  to  copy  furnished. 

A  corrected  proof  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing, 
who  shall  read  the  same.  If  additions,  changes  in  copy,  or  corrections  be 
made  in  the  corrected  proof,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  designate 
the  same  to  the  contractor,  who  shall  promptly  make  the  additions,  changes 
in  copy,  or  corrections  indicated  on  such  proof  and  return  it  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  for  a  revision,  if  required.  The  contractor  shall  re¬ 
turn  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  printer’s  copy  or  mauscript  which 
was  furnished  to  him. 

If  any  job  is  rejected  on  account  of  error  attributable  to  the  contractor 
he  shall  promptly  reprint  the  job  without  additional  charge  furnishing  at 
his  own  cost,  charge,  and  expense  all  necessary  printing,  paper  and  other 
material  or  work  therefor. 

Delivery.  All  matter  which  may  be  ordered  printed  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  contractor  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  and  the  contractor  who 
is  bound  by  his  contract  to  print  the  same  shall  not  be  held  accountable 
for  any  delay  occasioned  by  the  want  of  copy  or  return  of  proofs.  Any 
and  all  transportation  charges  for  delivery  of  work  and  material  shall  be 
borne  by  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  for  printing  shall,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense,  deliver 
all  work  required  of  him  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  to  the  Capitol 
or  to  such  other  points  within  the  city  of  Springfield  designated  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing,  and  in  such  forms  as  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
may  require. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
any  contractor  for  printing  in  any  class  shall  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect,  for 
an  unreasonble  time  to  do  or  to  complete  and  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion 
any  contractor  can  not  do  and  complete  and  deliver,  within  the  time  required 
by  the  necessities  of  the  State,  any  particular  order  or  orders  for  printing 
in  any  class  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  class  or  for  the  execution  of 
such  particular  order  or  orders  without  previous  advertisement  for  bids  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor,  and  in  case  any  contractor  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular 
order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from  him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such 
contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  or  to  his  order,  printer’s  copy  of  the  work  so  unreasonably  delayed.  In 
case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any  contractor 
for  an  unreasonable  delay  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  in  the  adjustment 
of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow  the  contractor  the  contract 
price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  completed  and  accepted,  deducting 
therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  State  by  reason  of  such 
unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any 
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State  contract  entered  into  by  Him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such 
contract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and 
whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled, 
or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is 
hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to 
enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests 
for  the  State. 

Printed  by  Authority.  All  books,  pamphlets,  documents  and  reports 
printed  through  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  have 
printed  thereon  the  words:  “Printed  by  authority  of  the  State  of  Illinois.” 
No  publication  shall  have  written,  stamped,  or  printed  thereon,  nor  attached 
thereto,  the  words,  “Compliments  of,”  followed  by  the  name  of  anyone,  nor 
any  other  words  of  similar  purport. 

Number  of  Copies.  The  number  of  copies  of  the  various  pamphlets, 
etc.,  which  may  be  ordered  will  vary  in  quantities  from  probably  250  up  to 
10,000  or  more. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  highest  prices  that  may  be  paid  for  the  public  print¬ 
ing  for  the  State  are  as  follows:

I  nterpretation. 

Tabular  work  shall  consist  of  two  or  more  columns  of  figures,  or  figures 
or  words,  with  or  without  rules  separating  columns.  “Objectionable”  mat¬ 
ter  may  be  estimated  at  the  price  paid  for  tabular  work. 

All  composiiton  not  coming  within  the  foregoing  specific  definitions 
shall  be  measured  as  plain  composition,  and  no  extra  charge  shall  be  allowed 
for  such  work  above  the  contract  price. 
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No  charge  for  composition  shall  be  allowed  for  second  editions  nor  for 
any  other  reprint  from  linotype,  electrotype,  stereotype  or  other  plates  or 
forms  until  after  released  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Jobs  properly  requiring  changes  on  the  press  shall  not  be  charged  as 
separate  jobs,  but  charge  may  be  allowed  for  actual  time  required  for  making 
such  changes;  provided,  however,  that  such  time  charged  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  cost  of  such  job  if  measured  separately. 

When  applied  to  the  presswork  of  books,  pamphlets,  or  other  documents 
having  16  pages'  or  more,  1,000  impressions  shall  mean  1,000  impressions  of 
a  form  of  16  pages  or  a  form  containing  all  the  matter  on  one  side  of  1,000 
sheets  of  paper  or  500  impressions  of  such  form  on  both  sides  of  500  sheets 
of  paper. 

When  applied  to  the  presswork  of  halftones  run  separately  from  the 
text,  1,000  impressions  shall  mean  1,000  impressions  of  a  form  of  16  pages 
or  less  on  one  side  of  1,000  sheets  of  paper. 

No  single  job  of  presswork  shall  be  charged  at  less  than  250  impres¬ 
sions,  and  jobs  requiring  1,000  impressions  or  more  will  be  charged  at 
the  rate  bid  for  1,000  impressions  or  more. 

When  a  job  cxeeeds  1,000  impressions,  additional  fractional  parts  of 
1,000  impressions  shall  be  charged  for  at  a  prorata  figured  on  the  basis  per 
thousand  taken  by  such  job. 

The  best  quality  of  printing  ink  suitable  for  the  character  of  work 
being  executed  shall  be  used  in  the  presswork.  The  Superintendent  of 
Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on  the  quality  or  grade 
of  ink  to  be  used  or  any  work  executed  for  the  State. 

Duties  of  Binder.  The  contractor  for  the  Sixth  Class  shall  fold, 
stitch  or  sew  the  binding  required  of  him  by  his  contract  in  a  workman¬ 
like  manner  and  promptly,  so  that  the  public  business  may  not  be  delayed, 
and  shall  deliver  the  same  at  his  own  cost,  charge  and  expense  to  the 
Capitol,  or  to  such  other  delivery  point  within  the  city  of  Springfield 
designated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Superintendent’s  Receipt — Deductions.  The  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  when  binding  is  received  shall  ascertain  whether  it  has  been  executed 
as  required  by  contract.  If  the  binding  is  not  executed  as  required  by 
contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  at  once  notify  the  con¬ 
tractor  of  the  defects  in  the  work,  and  the  amount  to  be  deducted  from 
the  contractor’s  bills  for  such  defects — which  deductions  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  charged  against  said  con¬ 
tractor  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

In  case  of  a  disagreement  between  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
and  any  contractor  for  binding  as  to  corrections  of  any  account,  said 
disagreement  shall  be  settled  by  the  Governor  and  the  decision  of  the 
Governor  shall  be  final  as  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  speci¬ 
fications  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does  not 
conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within 
itself. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all 
the  provisions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and 
of  the  possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  tools,  machinery,  equipment 
and  resources,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  efficiently 
carry  out  the  terms  of  contract. 

Careful,  neat,  and  workmanlike  printing  will  be  required  and  de¬ 
manded.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final 
judgment  on  what  constitutes  satisfactory  work. 

Contractor  will  be  required  to  deliver  work  securely  wrapped  and 
protected  against  damage  in  packages  or  containers  of  approximately 
uniform  sizes  convenient  for  handling  and  containing  equal  numbers  of 
copies  whenever  practicable. 
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The  contractor  must  be  prepared  and  equipped  to  do  and  perform 
all  the  work  contracted  for  in  his  own  premises,  and  no  part  of  the  work 
contracted  for  may  be  sublet  or  performed  in  any  other  plant  or  establish¬ 
ment,  nor  shall  any  assignment  of  contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  per¬ 
mitted  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  to  any  person  holding  any  State  office  in  this 
State  or  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  person  employed  in 
any  of  the  offices  of  the  State  Government  or  the  wife  of  a  State  officer,  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  employee  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall 
any  State  officer,  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  wife  of  employee 
as  aforesaid  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  such  contract, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiting  such  contract  and  being  fined  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Any  person  who  shall  offer  to  pay  any  person  any  money  or  other 
valuable  thing  to  induce  such  person  not  to  bid  for  a  State  contract  or  as 
a  recompense  to  him  for  not  having  bid  for  such  contract  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Any  person  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for 
not  bidding  for  a  State  contract  or  who  shall  withhold  a  bid  in  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  promise  for  the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years.

How  Constituted.  The  printing  of  Class  Seven  constitutes  all  job  print¬ 
ing  and  all  printing  not  otherwise  classified,  including  binding  therefor 
if  ordered  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 
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The  printing  in  Class  Seven  shall  also  include  binding  when  ordered 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  also  ruling,  padding,  scoring  and  other 
mechanical  operations  necessary  to  procure  a  finished  job. 

Job  Work.  The  printing  of  the  Seventh  Class  shall  include  such  labels, 
envelopes,  letterheads,  note  heads,  bill  heads,  blanks  of  all  kinds,  folders, 
circulars,  postal  cards,  announcements,  instructions,  bulletins,  cards  for 
card  catalogs,  indexes,  slips,  loose  leaf  sheets,  pay  rolls,  statement  tables 
of  receipts  and  disbursements,  certificates,  directories,  election  and  other 
notices,  and  such  other  printing  not  specified  as  may  be  permitted  or 
required  by  law  and  necessary  for  the  use  of  any  officer,  board,  commission, 
institution  or  department  of  the  State  government.  In  cases  where  binding 
is  necessary  in  connection  with  printing  in  this  Class,  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  may  order  such  binding  executed  by  the  contractor  in  this 
Class. 

Printing  Paper.  Paper  for  the  printing  of  the  Seventh  Class  will  be 
provided  by  the  State.  The  contractor  will  be  required  to  store  and  carry 
in  stock,  at  his  own  risk  and  expense,  the  various  sizes,  weights  and  grades 
of  paper  required  for  miscellaneous  job  work  of  the  State. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 
contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  con¬ 
tractor  a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the 
same.  At  the  expiration  of  his  contract  such  contractor  shall  deliver  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  all  paper  then  in  his  possession  belonging  to 
the  State.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  take  a  note  of  the  paper 
so  returned.  If  it  is  found  that  any  of  the  paper  delivered  to  the  con¬ 
tractor  has  been  wasted  or  converted  to  other  use  than  that  of  the  State 
the  contractor  shall  be  charged  with  the  full  value  thereof,  together  with  a 
penalty  of  50  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  value  of  the  paper  so  used  or  wasted 
and  the  amount  shall  be  deducted  from  his  account  or  may  be  recovered 
in  an  action  on  his  bond.  Provided,  that  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed 
3  per  cent  (3%)  on  the  cost  of  such  paper  .may  be  made  for  the  usual  wast¬ 
age. 

Insurance.  If  upon  the  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  paper 
is  delivered  to  any  contractor  and  accepted  by  such  contractor  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper 
so  delivered  and  accepted  shall  thereupon  cease,  and  the  contractor  shall 
thereupon  be  held  as  the  insurer  of  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  assume  all  responsibility  of  all 
paper  delivered  to  and  accepted  by  him  and  to  save  and  keep  harmless 
for  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  State  of  Illinois  from  all  dam¬ 
ages  or  loss  by  fire  or  otherwise. 

Manner  of  Printing.  All  printing  shall  be  done  under  the  general 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  He  shall  give 
general  directions  for  the  making-up  of  matter  in  all  classes  so  as  to 
avoid  all  unnecessary  charges  in  composition  and  presswork,  and  the 
contractor  shall  observe  such  directions. 

The  manner,  form,  style,  size,  and  arrangement  of  type,  the  spacing  of 
lines,  the  width  of  borders  and  margins,  the  method  and  material  of  all 
public  printing  shall  when  not  otherwise  prescribed  by  law,  be  determined 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  having  proper  regard  to  economy  and 
workmanship  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  work  is  needed. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  by  combining  orders  or  other¬ 
wise,  as  far  as  possible  prevent  charges  for  constructive  or  double  compo¬ 
sition  and  the  contractor  shall  follow  such  directions. 

Contractor’s  Duties.  The  contractor  shall  execute  within  such  reason¬ 
able  time  as  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  require  and  in  a  manner 
acceptable  to  such  Superintendent  all  orders  for  printing  issued  to  him;  it 
shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  contractor  for  any  class  or  sub-class  of  print¬ 
ing  to  supply  such  material  and  appliances  as  are  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  reasonably  necessary  for  the  prompt  and  work¬ 
manlike  execution  of  the  work.  The  contractor  for  work  in  the  Seventh 
Class  shall  read  and  correct  first  proofs  of  all  work  done  by  him  and  see 
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that  the  same  is  reasonably  free  from  errors,  properly  made  up  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  orders  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  uniform  in  style, 
punctuation,  and  capitalizaion  and  conformable  to  copy  furnished. 

If  directed  a  corrected  proof  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing,  who  shall  read  the  same.  If  additions,  changes  in  copy,  or  cor¬ 
rections  be  made  in  the  corrected  proof,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
shall  designate  the  same  to  the  contractor,  who  shall  promptly  make 
the  additions,  changes  in  copy,  or  corrections  indicated  on  such  proof  and 
return  it  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  a  revision,  if  required. 
The  contractor  shall  return  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  printer’s 
copy  or  manuscript  which  was  furnished  to  him. 

If  any  job  is  rejected  on  account  of  error  attributable  to  the  contractor 
he  shall  promptly  reprint  the  job  without  additional  charge,  furnishing  at 
his  own  cost,  charge,  and  expense  all  necessary  printing,  paper,  and  other 
material  or  work  therefor. 

Delivery.  All  matter  which  may  be  ordered  printed  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  contractor  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  and  the  contractor  who 
is  bound  by  his  contract  to  print  the  same  shall  not  be  held  accountable 
for  any  delay  occasioned  by  the  want  of  copy  or  return  of  proofs.  Any 
and  all  transportation  charges  for  delivery  of  work  and  material  shall  be 
borne  by  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  for  printing  shall,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense,  deliver 
all  work  required  of  him  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  to  the  Capitol, 
or  to  such  other  points  within  the  State  of  Illinois  designated  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing,  and  in  such  forms  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  may  require. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  printing  in  any  class  shall  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect 
for  an  unreasonble  time  to  do  or  to  complete  and  deliver,  or  if  in  his 
opinion  any  contractor  can  not  do  and  complete  and  deliver,  within  the  time 
required  by  the  necessities  of  the  State,  any  particular  order  or  orders 
for  printing  in  any  class  then  ’the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  class  or  for 
the  execution  of  such  particular  order  or  orders  without  previous  advertise¬ 
ment  for  bids  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor,  and  in  case  any 
contractor  shall  be  notified  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
that  any  particular  order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from  him  for  an  unreason¬ 
able  delay,  such  contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  printer’s  copy  of  the  work  so  unrea¬ 
sonably  delayed.  In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn 
from  any  contractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  in  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow 
the  contractor  the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained 
by  the  State  by  reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract,  and,  having  done  so,  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such 
contract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means, 
and  whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  can¬ 
celled,  or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly 
or  either  House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor, 
to  enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests 
for  the  State. 
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Printed  by  Authority.  All  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  and  reports, 
printed  through  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  have 
printed  thereon  the  words:  “Printed  by  authority  of  the  State  of  Illinois.” 
No  publication  shall  have  written,  stamped,  or  printed  thereon,  nor  attached 
thereto,  the  words,  “Compliments  of,”  followed  by  the  name  of  any  one, 
or  any  other  words  of  similar  purport.

I  nterpretation. 

Tabular  work  shall  consist  of  two  or  more  columns  of  figures,  or  fig¬ 
ures  or  words,  with  or  without  rules  separating  columns.  “Objectionable” 
matter  may  be  estimated  at  the  price  paid  for  tabular  work. 

All  composition  not  coming  within  the  foregoing  specific  definitions 
shall  be  measured  as  plain  composition,  and  no  extra  charge  shall  be 
allowed  for  such  work  above  the  contract  price,  provided,  that  in  the  Seventh 
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Class  all  composition,  excepting  when  made  up  and  printed  into  pamphlets 
or  books,  shall  be  measured  as  plain  composition. 

No  charges  for  composition  shall  be  allowed  for  second  editions  nor 
for  any  other  reprint  from  linotype,  electrotype,  stereotype  or  other  plates 
or  forms  until  after  released  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Jobs  properly  requiring  changes  on  the  press  shall  not  be  charged  as 
separate  jobs,  but  charge  may  be  allowed  for  actual  time  required  for  mak¬ 
ing  such  changes,  provided  however  that  such  time  charged  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  the  cost  of  such  job  if  measured  separately. 

Presswork  in  this  Class  shall  be  estimated  as  follows:  a  form  shall 
consist  of  whatever  appears  on  the  surface  of  the  paper  as  furnished  for 
the  job.  If  the  job  is  printed,  on  both  sides  of  the  sheet — two  forms  will 
be  allowed.  If  any  job  is  to  be  printed  in  the  form  of  pages  a  form  shall 
consist  of  the  number  of  pages  that  the  paper  furnished  for  the  job  will 
admit  of  printing.

When  applied  to  the  presswork  of  books,  pamphlets,  or  other  docu¬ 
ments  having  16  pages  or  more,  1,000  impressions  shall  mean  1,000  impres¬ 
sions  of  a  form  of  16  pages  or  a  form  containing  all  the  matter  on  one 
side  of  1,000  sheets  of  paper  or  500  impressions  of  such  form  on  both  sides 
of  500  sheets  of  paper. 

When  applied  to  the  presswork  of  halftone  run  separately  from  the 
text,  1,000  impressions  shall  mean  1,000  impressions  of  a  form  of  16  pages 
or  less  on  one  side  of  1,000  sheets  of  paper. 

No  single  job  of  presswork  shall  be  charged  at  less  than  250  impres¬ 
sions,  and  jobs  requiring  1,000  impressions  or  more  will  be  charged  at  the 
rate  bid  for  1,000  impressions  or  more. 

When  a  job  exceeds  1,000  impressions,  additional  fractional  parts  of 
1,000  impressions  shall  be  charged  for  at  a  pro-rata  figured  on  the  basis 
per  thousand  taken  by  such  job. 

The  best  quality  of  printing  ink  suitable  for  the  character  of  work 
being  executed  shall  be  used  in  the  presswork.  The  Superintendent  of 
Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on  the  quality  or  grade 
of  ink  to  be  used  on  any  work  executed  for  the  State. 

In  printing  in  the  Seventh  Class  all  work  set  in  12-pt.  (pica)  type,  or 
of  type  larger  than  12-pt.  (pica),  wherever  used  shall  be  measured  as  12  pt. 
(pica),  provided  that  a  display  heading  or  subheading  in  a  job  shall  be  mea¬ 
sured  as  of  the  kind  of  type  which  predominates  in  the  job.  When  any  job 
is  set  in  type  smaller  than  12-pt.  (pica)  or  when  two  or  more  kinds  of 
type  are  required  to  be  used  in  the  body  of  the  same  job,  such  job  shall  be 
estimated  by  measuring  each  kind  of  type  so  used. 

All  jobs  in  the  Seventh  Class  shall  be  measured  by  the  surface  actually 
printed  over  and  not  by  the  size  of  the  sheet  used.  If  matter  is  to  appear 
in  the  form  of  pages,  the  actual  composition  shall  be  measured  or  allowed. 
Composition  in  the  Seventh  Class  shall  not  be  allowed  for  blank  pages, 
but  a  necessary  fractional  page  shall  be  measured  as  a  full  page.  Where 
blank  space  is  required  to  be  left  between  lines  in  a  job,  such  space  shall 
be  measured  as  though  set  in  the  size  of  type  which  predominates  in  the 
job.  No  form  in  this  Class  shall  be  measured  at  less  than  1,000  ems. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  deliver  work  securely  wrapped  and 
protected  against  damage,  in  packages  or  containers  of  approximately  uni¬ 
form  sizes  convenient  for  handling,  and  containing  equal  numbers  of  copies 
whenever  practicable.  All  printed  or  ruled  work  must  be  banded  or 
wrapped  in  packages  not  exceeding  500  copies  and  plainly  marked  with  the 
order  number  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  specifi¬ 
cations  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does  not 
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conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within 
itself. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of  the 
possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  and  re¬ 
sources,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  efficiently  carry 
out  the  terms  of  contract. 

Careful,  neat,  and  workmanlike  printing  will  be  required  and  demanded. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on 
what  constitutes  satisfactory  work. 

The  contractor  must  he  prepared  and  equipped  to  do  and  perform  all 
the  work  contracted  for  in  his  own  premises,  and  no  part  of  the  work 
contracted  for  may  be  sublet  or  performed  in  any  other  plant  or  establish¬ 
ment,  nor  shall  any  assignment  of  contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  permitted 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  to  any  person  holding  any  State  office  in  this 
State  or  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  person  employed  in  any 
of  the  offices  of  the  State  Government  or  the  wife  of  a  State  officer,  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  employee  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any 
State  officer,  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  wife  of  employee  as 
aforesaid  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  such  contract, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiting  such  contract  and  being  fined  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Any  person  who  shall  offer  to  pay  any  person  any  money  or  other

Filling  in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the 
designation  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00 
o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 
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Each  proposal  for  work  in  the  Seventh  Class  must  be  accompanied  by 
a  certified  check  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  payable  to  the  order 
of  H.  L.  Williamson.  Superintendent  of  Printing.  Each  proposal  must 
also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  under  seal,  executed  by 
the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and  he  shall  fail  to 
execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and  conditioned 
as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such 
certified  check  shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois  and  may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages. 

At  the  time  designated  in  the  advertisement  for  opening  bids  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  publicly  read 
the  bids  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  materials.

Such  con¬ 
tracts  may  be  pubilcly  awarded  on  the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened 
and  publicly  read. 

At  the  time  fixed  for  publicly  awarding  contracts  the  Superintendent

Nothin  herein  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  same  person  from 
bidding  for  more  than  one  class  or  sub-class  of  work  to  be  done  or  articles 
to  be  furnished. 

If  two  or  more  persons  shall  bid  the  same  price  for  either  class  or 
subclass  of  work  to  be  done  or  articles  to  be  furnished  and  such  price  is 
the  lowest  for  that  class  or  sub-class  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall 
award  the  contract  to  such  one  of  the  bidders  as  he  shall  decide  publicly 
to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

All  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and 
if  he  disapproves  the  same  there  shall  be  a  reletting  of  the  contract. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor, 
may  reject  any  and  all  bids.  Within  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of 
any  bid  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  contract  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  and  entered  into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State  of  Illinois, 
with  the  approval  thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such  bidder 
setting  forth  fully  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  work  speci¬ 
fied  is  to  be  performed.  Such  bidder  shall  at  the  time  execute  a  bond  in  a 
penal  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  (but  not  to  exceed  $10,000),  payable  to  the  People  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  with  not  less  than  two  sureties,  who  shall  be  re¬ 
sponsible  freeholders  of  this  State  and  who  shall  testify  under  oath  that 
they  are  each  worth  over  and  above  all  debts  and  property  exempt  from 
execution  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  named  as  a  penalty  in  such 
bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties  required  of 
him  by  law  and  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  his  contract.  Such  bond 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  Governor. 

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected  the  certified  check  and  the 
provisional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him 
without  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  provisional  agreement

and  also  the  kind  and  quantity  of  paper  used  in  each  job. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill  for  printing  the  matter 
shall  be  determined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor,  as  against  the  State, 
who  for  that  purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

All  ruling,  punching,  perforating,  manifolding  and  presswork  will  be 
based  on  size  of  sheet  furnished  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Any  item  under  this  classification  may  be  let  by  special  contract  when 
it  is  deemed  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

Holding  Metal.  All  metal  shall  be  held  without  charge  in  page  form 
for  at  least  30  days  from  day  of  delivery  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing.

1919,  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  in  the  Capitol 
Springfield,  Illinois,  for  contracts  to  furnish  all  classes  of  printing  paper, 
cover  paper  and  other  paper  and  envelopes,  and  stationery  and  stationery  sup¬ 
plies  for  the  State,  and  to  do  the  Lithographing,  engraving,  electrotyping,  plate 
printing  and  other  like  printing  for  the  State,  for  the  period. from  the  1st  day 
of  July  for  a  period  of  six  months,  one  year,  or  two  years  from  the  first  day 
of  July,  1919,  as  may  be  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings. 

The  kinds,  quality  and  quantity  of  such  paper  and  the  size  and  weight 
per  ream  are  as  described  in  Specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  Superintendent 
of  Printing,  at  the  Capitol  in  Springfield. 

Separate  bids  are  solicited  for  each  class  or  sub-class  of  articles  to  be  fur¬ 
nished  or  work  to  be  done,  and  each  shall  be  let  under  a  separate  contract. 

The  Governor  and  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  shall  there¬ 
upon  fix  a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  when 
contracts  will  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded 
on  the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read.  The  award  of  con¬ 
tracts  will  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the  interests  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
proposals.

How  Constituted.  Lithographing  of  official  letter  paper,  envelopes,  (and 
the  making  of  envelopes),  commissions,  (certificates,  checks,'  charters, 
maps,  charts,  etc.,  shall  constitute  the  Eighth  Class. 

In  some  instances  the  contractor  for  the  Eighth  Class  will  be  required 
to  bind  in  check  binding  or  otherwise,  perforate,  number,  round  corner, 
or  perform  such  other  mechanical  operations  as  directed  by  the  Superin- 
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tendent  of  Printing,  and  the  contractor  will  be  required  to  have  the 
necessary  equipment  for  the  execution  of  these  various  operations. 

Paper.  Paper  for  all  lithographing  required  by  the  State  of  Illinois 
will  be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  in  sheets  of  the  var¬ 
ious  sizes  suitable  for  the  various  orders  as  directed  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Printing. 

The  contractor  must  be  prepared  to  store  a  reasonable  amount  of  paper 
to  be  used  in  the  execution  of  his  contract. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 
contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  contractor 
a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  contract  such  contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  all  paper  then  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  State. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  take  a  note  of  the  paper  so  returned. 
If  it  is  found  that  any  of  the  paper  delivered  to  the  contractor  has  been 
wasted  or  converted  to  other  use  than  that  of  the  State  the  contractor  shall 
be  charged  with  the  full  value  thereof,  together  with  a  penalty  of  50  per 
cent  (50%)  of  the  value  of  the  paper  so  used  or  wasted  and  the  amount 
shall  be  deducted  from  his  account  or  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  on 
his  bond.  Provided,  that  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  3  per  cent  (3%) 
on  the  cost  of  such  paper  may  be  made  for  the  usual  wastage  except  in 
envelopes  5  per  cent  will  be  allowed. 

Insurance.  If  upon  the  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  paper 
is  delivered  to  any  contractor  and  accepted  by  such  contractor  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such 
paper  so  delivered  and  accepted  shall  thereupon  cease,  and  the  contractor 
shall  thereupon  be  held  as  the  insurer  of  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  assume  all  responsibility  of  all  paper 
delivered  to  and  accepted  by  him  and  to  save  and  keep  harmless  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  State  of  Illinois  from  all  damage  or 
loss  by  fire  or  otherwise. 

Manner  of  Lithographing,  All  lithographing  must  be  done  under  the 
general  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  He 
shall  give  general  directions  for  the  execution  of  all  classes  of  work,  so  as 
to  avoid  unnecessary  charges  in  engraving,  transferring  or  lithographing 
and  the  contractor  shall  observe  such  directions. 

The  manner,  form,  size,  style  and  arrangement  of  the  work  and  the 
method  or  material  of  all  lithographing,  when  not  otherwise  prescribed 
by  law,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  having- 
proper  regard  to  economy  and  workmanship  and  the  purposes  for  which 
the  work  is  needed. 

The  contractor  must  be  prepared  to  submit  designs,  sketches,  etc.,  when 
requested,  without  additional  charge. 

Contractor’s  Duties.  The  contractor  shall  execute  within  such  reason¬ 
able  time  as  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  require  and  in  a  manner 
acceptable  to  such  Superintendent  all  orders  for  lithographing  issued  to 
him;  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  contractor  to  supply  such  material  and 
appliances  as  are  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  rea^ 
sonably  necessary  for  the  prompt  and  workmanlike  execution  of  the  work. 
The  contractor  for  work  in  the  Eighth  Class  shall  read  and  correct  first 
proofs  of  all  work  done  by  him  and  see  that  the  same  is  reasonably  free 
from  errors,  properly  executed  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing,  uniform  in  style,  punctuation,  and  capitalization  and 
conformable  to  copy  furnished,  as  nearly  as  may  be. 

A  corrected  proof  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
who  shall  read  the  same.  If  additions,  changes  in  copy,  or  corrections 
be  made  in  the  corrected  proof,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  desig¬ 
nate  the  same  to  the  contractor,  who  shall  promptly  make  the  additions, 
changes  in  copy,  or  corrections  indicated  on  such  proof  and  return  it  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  a  revision,  if  required.  The  contractor 
shall  return  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  copy  or  manuscript  which 
was  furnished  to  him. 
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If  any  job  is  rejected  on  account  of  error  attributable  to  the  contractor 
he  shall  promptly  newly  lithograph  the  job  without  additional  charge, 
furnishing  at  his  own  cost,  charge,  and  expense  all  necessary  paper,  and 
other  material  or  work  therefor. 

Delivery.  All  matter  which  may  be  ordered  lithographed  shall  be  de¬ 
livered  to  the  contractor  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  and  the  con¬ 
tractor  who  is  bound  by  his  contract  to  lithograph  the  same  shall  not  be 
held  accountable  for  any  delay  occasioned  by  the  want  of  copy  or  return  of 
proofs.  Any  and  all  transportation  charges  for  delivery  of  work  and  ma¬ 
terial  shall  be  borne  by  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  for  lithographing  shall  at  his  own  cost  and  expense  de¬ 
liver  all  work  required  of  him  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  to  the 
Capitol,  Springfield,  Illinois,  or  to  such  other  point  or  points  wuthin  the 
State  of  Illinois  designated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  printing  in  any  class  shall  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect  for 
an  unreasonable  time  to  do  or  to  complete  and  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion 
any  contractor  can  not  do  and  complete  and  deliver,  within  the  time  required 
by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or  orders  for  work  or 
material  in  any  class  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  may  award  the  contract  for  such  class  or  for  the  execution  of 
such  particular  order  or  orders  without  previous  advertisement  for  bids  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor,  and  in  case  any  contractor  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular 
order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from  him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such 
contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  or  to  his  order,  copy  manuscript  of  the  work  so  unreasonably  delayed. 
In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any  con¬ 
tractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  in  the 
adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow  the  contractor 
the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  completed  and 
accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  State  by 
reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney 
General  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any 
State  contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that 
such  contract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means, 
and  whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  can¬ 
celled,  or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly 
or  either  House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Gover¬ 
nor,  to  enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best 
interests  for  the  State. 

Number  of  Copies.  The  number  of  copies  required  for  any  order  or 
orders  may  vary  in  quantity  from  250  up  to  10,000  or  more,  and  the  con¬ 
tractor  must  be  prepared  to  execute  and  deliver  orders  entrusted  to  him 
under  his  contract  within  such  reasonable  time  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  may  direct. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  prices  which  may  be  allowed  for 
lithographing  for  the  State  of  Illinois  are  as  follows:

Interpretation.  In  computing  sizes  above  specified  the  number  of 
square  inches  in  the  sheet  shall  determine  the  contract  price. 

The  envelope  sizes  above  stated  are  the  standard  envelope  sizes  used 
in  the  paper  trade  in  the  city  of  Chicago. 

When  applied  to  presswork  in  lithographing  1,000  impressions  shall 
mean  1,000  impressions  on  one  side  of  1,000  sheets  of  paper  or  500  impres¬ 
sions  on  both  sides  of  500  sheets  of  paper. 

Fractional  parts  of  1,000  impressions  will  be  allowed  as  1,000  impres¬ 
sions.  Where  an  order  or  a  job  properly  requires  1,000  impressions  or 
more  and  a  fractional  part  of  1,000  impressions,  the  fractional  part  of  1,000 
impressions  will  be  allowed  prorata  at  the  rate  bid  for  1,000  impressions. 

No  single  job  of  presswork  shall  be  charged  at  less  than  1,000  impres¬ 
sions.  Jobs  requiring  1,000  impressions  or  more  will  be  charged  at  the 
rate  bid  for  1,000  impressions  or  more.  When  a  job  exceeds  1,000  impres¬ 
sions  additional  fractional  parts  of  1,000  impressions  shall  be  charged 
at  a  prorata  figure  on  a  basis  per  1,000  taken  by  such  job. 

In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  to 
order  any  lithographing  or  work  not  provided  for  herein,  the  compensa¬ 
tion  therefor  shall  be  proportionate  to  the  contract  prices  under  which 
similar  work  is  being  executed  by  the  contractor. 

Engravings,  reproductions,  etc.,  excepting  those  specifically  ordered 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  must  be  provided  by  the  contractor 
free  of  all  cost  and  expense  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  best  quality  of  lithograph  ink  suitable  for  the  character  of  work 
being  executed  shall  be  used  in  the  presswork.  The  Superintendent  of 
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Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on  the  quality  or  grade 
of  ink  to  be  used  on  any  work  executed  for  the  State. 

An  essential  part  of  those  specifications  is  that  the  work  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  which  the  contractor  is  bound  by  his  contract  to  execute  and 
deliver,  shall  have  preference  over  all  other  work  in  the  plant  or  shop  of 
the  contractor. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  speci¬ 
fications  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does  not 
conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within 
itself. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of 
the  possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  tools,  machinery,  equipment, 
and  resources,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  effi¬ 
ciently  carry  out  the  terms  of  contract. 

Careful,  neat,  and  workmanlike  lithographing  will  be  required  and 
demanded.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  pass 
final  judgment  on  what  constitutes  satisfactory  work. 

The  contractor  must  be  prepared  and  equipped  to  do  and  perform  all 
the  work  contracted  for  in  his  own  premises,  and  no  part  of  the  work  con¬ 
tracted  for  may  be  sublet  or  performed  in  any  other  plant  or  establish¬ 
ment,  nor  shall  any  assignment  of  contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  per¬ 
mitted  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  deliver  all  work  securely  wrapped 
and  protected  against  damage  in  packages  or  containers  of  approximately 
uniform  sizes  convenient  tor  handling  and  containing  equal  numbers  of  cop¬ 
ies  whenever  practicable.  All  lithograph  work  must  be  banded  or  wrapped 
in  packages  or  cartons  containing  not  to  exceed  500  copies,  each  plainly 
marked  with  the  order  number  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  Ail 
transportation  charges  of  whatever  character  must  be  borne  by  the  con¬ 
tractor.

Any  person  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for 
not  bidding  for  a  State  contract  or  who  shall  withhold  a  bid  in  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  promise  for  the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned 
in  the  penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years.

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill  for  printing  the  mat¬ 
ter  shall  be  determined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor,  as  against  the 
State,  who  for  that  purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  compe¬ 
tent  expert. 

Special  Notice.  All  engravings  made  in  compliance  with  orders  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  are  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

All  work  must  be  executed  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  unless  other¬ 
wise  ordered  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.

Standards  of  Quality.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  purchase 
and  furnish  all  printing  paper  and  other  paper  for  the  use  of  the  State. 
He  shall  fix  standards  of  quality  for  printing  paper,  colored  paper  and 
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other  paper  used  in  doing  the  State  printing,  for  legal  cap,  fools  cap, 
writing,  manila,  note,  ledger,  envelope,  blotting,  wrapping  and  other  paper 
required  by  the  General  Assembly  and  the  officers,  boards,  institutions, 
commissions  and  departments  of  the  State  Government. 

Any  bidder  may  propose  to  furnish  any  one  or  more  than  one  or  all 
of  the  classes  of  printing  paper. 

Delivery.  All  printing  paper  purchased  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  or  to  his  order,  in  good  order,  free  from  all 
and  every  charge  and  expense  and  subject  to  inspection,  count,  weight, 
measurement  and  tests  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  at  the  Capitol 
at  Springfield,  or  to  his  order.

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  paper  shall  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  for  an  unreason¬ 
able  time  to  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion  any  contractor  can  not  deliver 
within  the  time  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular 
order  or  orders  for  paper,  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the 
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approval  of  the  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  particular  order 
or  orders,  without  previous  advertisement  for  bids,  to  the  lowest  respons¬ 
ible  bidder  therefor.  In  case  any  contractor  shall  be  notified  in  writing  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular  order  or  orders  is 
withdrawn  from  him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such  contractor  shall  at 
once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his 
order,  the  original  copy  of  the  order  for  paper  on  which  delivery  is  un¬ 
reasonably  delayed.  In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  with¬ 
drawn  from  any  contractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing,  in  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor,  maty  allow 
the  contractor  the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  de¬ 
livered  and  accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained 
by  the  State  by  reason  of  such  reasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  can¬ 
cel  such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writ¬ 
ing  specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney 
General  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and 
prosecute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
tract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and 
whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled, 
or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is 
hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor, 
to  enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  State. 

Verification  of  Accounts.  Every  bill  for  material  furnished  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  who  shall  carefully  examine 
and  compare  the  same  with  the  contract  for  furnishing  such  materials  and 
the  vouchers  and  orders  relating  thereto.  If  any  error  is  found  in  the 
account,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  correct  the  same  and  return 
the  account  to  the  contractor.  If  the  account  is  found  to  be  correct,  or 
when  it  has  been  corrected,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  Governor  for  approval.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by 
the  Governor,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for 
the  payment  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

If  any  conflicts  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill,  the  matter  shall  be  de¬ 
termined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor  as  against  the  State  who  for  that 
purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

All  necessary  special  sizes,  weights  and  colors  will  be  based  according 
to  “trade  customs.” 


INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  of  the  conditions  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  instructions: 

All  classes  or  sub-classes  of  paper  and  envelopes  will  be  considered 
separately.  Bidders  may  bid  for  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  classes  or 
sub-classes. 

Bids  must  be  made  in  cents  and  decimals  with  the  total  amount  of  the 
bid  set  forth  in  the  proper  column. 

Bids  in  any  way  conditional  will  not  be  considered.  No  proposal  will 
be  considered  which  does  not  conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule, 
and  is  not  complete  within  itself  and  is  not  based  on  the  standard  samples 
and  specifications.  Proposals  based  on  the  bidder’s  samples  and  not  in 
conformity  with  standard  samples  will  not  be  considered. 
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Proposals  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  at, 
or  before,  the  time  set  for  opening.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to  any 
proposal  received  at  a  later  hour  or  day,  whatever  may  be  the  cause. 

The  Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon  fix  a 
time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  days  thereafter,  when  contracts 
may  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the 
same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 

The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for 
the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  waive  technical  defects,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or 
to  accept  the  bid  for  any  one  class  and  reject  all  other  classes,  if  in  his 
opinion  such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  otherwise  must  be  explained  in  proposal 
over  a  separate  signature  of  the  bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  decline  to  consider  proposals  submitted  by  any  bidder 
who  has  been  in  default  on  any  existing  or  prior  contract  with  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  who  has  failed  to  perform  satisfactorily  the  requirements 
of  such  contract. 

Lack  of  commercial  standing  on  the  part  of  the  bidder,  or  inadequate 
facilities  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  contract  will  constitute  sufficient 
grounds  for  the  rejection  of  bids. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  require  a  bidder, 
or  his  representative,  to  submit  to  him  at  any  time  the  name  and  location 
of  the  manufacturer  of  the  various  lots  of  paper  proposed  for  herein  by 
such  bidder,  together  with  evidence  of  the  ability  of  such  manufacturer 
to  produce  paper  of  the  quality  and  quantity  specified  in  this  proposal. 

If  a  bidder  desires  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  without 
prejudice  to  himself  by  submitting  such  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Super- 
itendent  of  Printing  before  (but  not  after)  the  time  fixed  for  opening. 
When  such  a  proposal  is  reached  at  the  opening  it  will  be  returned  unread 
to  the  bidder. 

Each  proposal  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  and  each  proposal  the  total  of  which  is 
more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by 
a  certified  check  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000).  Certified 
check  must  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  H.  L.  Williamson,  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Printing. 

All  proposals  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement, 
under  seal,  executed  by  the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted 
and  if  he  shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time 
and  conditioned  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such 
certified  check  will  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
and  may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages. 

If  two  or  more  persons  bid  the  same  price  for  either  class  of  paper, 
and  such  price  is  the  lowest  for  that  class,  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  shall  award  the  contract  to  such  one  of  such  bidders  as  he  shall 
decide  publicly  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

All  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  if  he 
disapproves  of  same  there  shall  be  a  reletting  of  the  contract. 

Within  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of  any  bid  for  doing  work  or 
furnishing  material,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  contract 
to  be  prepared  and  entered  into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State  of 
Illinois,  with  the  approval  thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such 
bidder,  setting  forth  fully  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  articles 
specified  shall  be  furnished.  Such  bidder  shall  at  the  time  execute  a  bond 
in  a  penal  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  (but  not  to  exceed  $10,000)  payable  to  the  State 
of  Illinois,  with  not  less  than  two  sureties  who  shall  be  responsible  free-

holders  of  this  State,  and  who  shall  testify,  under  oath,  that  they  are  worth 
over  and  above  all  debts  and  property  exempt  from  execution,  an  amount 
equal  to  the  amount  named  in  such  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  duties  required  of  him  by  law  and  by  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  his  contract. 

Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and 
the  Governor. 

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected,  the  certified  check  and  the 
provisional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him 
without  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  the  provisional  agree¬ 
ment  of  each  successful  bidder  shall  be  retained  until  such  bidder  has 
entered  into  a  contract  and  furnished  the  bond  required  of  him,  then  such 
certified  check  and  provisional  agreement  shall  be  returned;  but  if  such 
successful  bidder  shall  fail  to  enter  into  a  contract  and  furnish  the  bond 
required  of  him  within  the  time  required  by  law,  then  and  in  either  case, 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  certified 
check  and  cover  the  same  into  the  State  treasury. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  decline  to  consider  any  proposal 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  amount  required 
by  these  instructions,  together  with  a  provisional  agreement  to  the  effect 
that  if  such  proposal  be  accepted,  he  will  within  ten  days  execute  a  con¬ 
tract  and  execute  a  bond  as  required  by  law. 

Each  bid  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  material  must  be  in  writing, 

enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope  having  indorsed  thereon,  “Proposal  of . 

. whose  address  is . J.. . for... . ; . ” 

Filling  in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the 
designation  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00 
o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

The  quantities  herein  specified  are  not  to  be  construed  as  the  quan¬ 
tities  which  may  be  ordered,  but  are  set  forth  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  basis  on  which  to  compute  bids.  Contractor  must  furnish  the 
quantity  which  may  be  needed,  whether  more  or  less  than  the  amount  men¬ 
tioned,  in  such  quantities  as  the  State  may  elect.

Representative  samples  indicating  the 
minimum  quantities  acceptable  to  the  State  of  all  paper  to  be  furnished 
under  these  specifications  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing.  The  samples  furnished  by  bidders  will  be  compared  with  the 
representative  samples  to  determine  their  conformity  in  color,  finish,  writ¬ 
ing  and  printing  qualities,  freedom  from  dirt,  specks,  etc.  Paper  will  be 
accepted  or  rejected  on  the  basis  of  these  tests.

The  description 
herein  of  particular  brands  of  goods  as  being  on  file  is  in  no  case  to  be 
interpreted  as  preventing  the  submission  of  goods  of  equal  quality  of  other 
makes  or  brands,  nor  as  preventing  the  awarding  of  the  contract  for  the 
furnishing  of  goods  of  makes,  brands,  watermarks  or  numbers  different  from 
the  samples  on  file. 
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Curl.  Paper  which  does  not  lie  fiat  will  be  rejected  and  the  con¬ 
tractor  required  to  replace  the  same.  All  the  paper  in  the  several  classes 
must  be  of  the  specified  weight  exclusive  of  cases,  wrappers  and  twine. 

A  variation  from  the  ream  weight  of  more  than  four  (4)  per  cent  will 
not  be  allowed.  Paper  will  be  paid  for  at  the  ordered  weight  unless  short, 
in  which  case  it  will  be  paid  for  at  the  net  weight  if  accepted.  Payment 
will  not  be  made  for  cases,  wrappers  or  other  packing  materials.  “Mill 
count”  five  hundred  (500)  perfect  sheets  to  the  ream,  unless  otherwise 
specified,  must  be  accurate  on  all  grades  of  paper.

Delivery.  Ail  paper  in  the  several  classes  must  be  delivered  to  the 
State  of  Illinois,  the  Capitol,  Springfield,  Illinois,  in  good  order,  free  from 
all  and  every  charge  or  expense,  and  subject  to  the  inspection,  count,  weight, 
measurement  and  tests  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.  Contractors  will 
be  required  in  some  instances  to  make  delivery  to  points  within  the  State 
of  Illinois  designated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  free  of  all  trans¬ 
portation  charges. 

Unless  otherwise  specified,  satisfactory  delivery  must  be  made  within 
thirty  (30)  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  after  receipt  of  order. 

Contractors  must  be  prepared  to  make  delivery  on  any  one  or  more 
items  within  ten  (10)  days  when  so  directed. 

Contractors  must  furnish  to  the  State,  when  required  so  to  do,  original 
bill-of-lading  from  manuiacturer  for  any  shipment  of  paper  to  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Discount.  All  prices  will  be  subject  to  customary  cash  discount.

1919,  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Building's,  in  the  Capitol, 
Springfield,  Illinois,  for  contracts  to  furnish  all  classes  of  printing-  paper,  cover 
paper  and  other  paper  and  envelopes,  and  stationery  and  stationery  supplies 
for  the  State,  and  to  do  the  Lithographying,  engraving,  electrotyping,  plate 
printing  and  other  like  printing  for  the  State,  for  the  period  from  the  1st  day 
of  July,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  one  year,  or  two  years  from  the  1st  day  of 
July,  1919,  as  may  be  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings. 

The  kinds,  quality  and  quantity  of  such  paper  and  the  size  and  weight  per 
ream  are  as  described  in  Specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing,  at  the  Capitol  in  Springfield. 

Separate  bids  are  solicited  for  each  class  or  sub-class  of  articles  to  be  fur¬ 
nished  or  work  to  be  done,  and  each  shall  be  let  under  a  separate  contract. 

The  Governor  and  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  shall  there¬ 
upon  fix  a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  when 
contracts  will  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded 
on  the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read.  The  award  of  con¬ 
tracts  will  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the  interests  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
the  proposals. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  reserves  the  right  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  bids  for  separate  classes 
or  sub-classes  if  in  his  opinion  such  action  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

Each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  of  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  ($500),  and  each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($25,000),  or  more  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Each  bid  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  under  seal, 
executed  by  the  bidder,  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and  if  he 
shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and  con¬ 
ditioned  as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such 
certified  check  shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and 
may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages. 

Blank  proposals  containing  the  instructions,  schedule  and  specifications 
may  be  obtained  by  addressing.

Standards  of  Quality.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing’  shall  purchase 
and  furnish  all  printing  paper  and  other  paper  for  the  use  of  the  State.  He 
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shall  fix  standards  of  quality  for  printing  paper,  colored  paper  and  other 
paper  used  in  doing  the  State  printing,  for  legal  cap,  fools  cap,  writing 
manila,  note,  ledger,  envelope,  blotting,  wrapping  and  other  paper  required 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  officers,  boards,  institutions,  commissions 
and  departments  of  the  State  Government. 

Any  bidder  may  propose  to  furnish  any  one  or  more  than  one  or  all  of 
the  classes  of  printing  paper. 

Delivery.  All  printing  paper  purchased  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  in  good  order,  free  from  all  and 
every  charge  and  expense  and  subject  to  inspection,  count,  weight,  measure¬ 
ment  and  tests  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  at  the  Capitol  at  Spring- 
field,  or  to  his  order. 

The  contractor  may  be  required  to  deliver  shipments  to  the  Illinois 
State  Reformatory,  Pontiac,  Illinois,  the  Illinois  School  for  the  Deaf,  Jack¬ 
sonville,  Illinois,  the  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign  or  Urbana.  Illinois, 
or  any  other  point  designated  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  These  shipments  must 
also  be  delivered  at  the  points  designated  free  of  all  carrying  charges. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  price  of  all  paper  purchased  by  the 
State  shall  not  be  more  than  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  of  such  paper  at  wholesale  in  the  city  of  Chicago  at  the  time  of  making 
the  contract,  and  no  contract  shall  be  made  at  any  higher  rate. 

An  essential  condition  in  the  contracts  for  supplying  paper  to  the  State 
of  Illinois  will  be  an  agreement  between  the  contractor  and  the  State  limit¬ 
ing  the  price  to  not  exceed  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  at  wholesale  for  the  various  brands,  grades  and  qualities  of  paper  and 
envelopes  for  which  proposals  are  submitted,  with  a  distinct  understanding 
that  at  no  time  will  the  contractor  be  permitted  to  bill  any  of  the  various 
grades  or  qualities  provided  for  in  his  contract  at  a  price  in  excess  of  the 
amount  herein  bid. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  reduce  his  prices  to  the  State  at  any 
time  when  the  market  price  in  Chicago,  at  wholesale,  of  the  various  brands, 
grades,  qualities,  etc.,  on  which  the  bidder  contracts  to  sell  to  the  State 
shall  fall  below  the  prices  quoted  herein,  to  a  price  which  shall  be  not  more 
than  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  wholesale  market  price  of  such 
brands,  grades,  qualities,  etc.,  in  Chicago. 

Bidders  are  requested  to  submit  proposals  for  a  six  (6)  months’  con¬ 
tract,  beginning  July  1,  1919,  and  ending  December  31,  1919;  also  for  a 
twelve  (12)  months’  contract,  beginning  July  1,  1919,  and  ending  June  30, 
1920;  also  for  a  two  (2)  years’  contract,  beginning  July  1,  1919,  and  ending 
June  30,  1921,  or  for  either  one,  two  or  all  of  these  periods. 

The  State  of  Illinois  reserves  the  right  to  accept  either  of  the  three  pro¬ 
posals  above  mentioned,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State.  The  State  also  reserves  the 
right  to  order  and  require  from  the  contractor  delivery  of  any  quantity 
which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  be  required 
for  the  use  of  the  State.  The  State  also  reserves  the  right  to  require  the 
contractor  to  deliver  an  amount  estimated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
to  be  a  sufficient  amount  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  State  for  a  twelve 
months’  period,  at  any  time  during  the  life  of  the  contract. 

Acceptance.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  compare  every  lot 
of  paper  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  standard  of  quality  fixed 
upon  by  him,  and  shall  not  accept  any  paper  which  does  not  conform  to  the 
standard  so  fixed  in  every  particular. 

In  cases  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
and  any  contractor  concerning  paper  received  or  its  quality,  the  matter 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor,  who  may  call  to  his  assistance  a  dis¬ 
interested  expert  and  the  decision  of  the  Governor  shall  be  final  as  to  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  paper  shall  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  for  an  unreasonable 
time  to  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion  any  contractor  can  not  deliver  within 
the  time  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or 
orders  for  paper,  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of 
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iiie  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  particular  order  or  orders, 
without  previous  advertisement  for  bids,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
therefor.  In  case  any  contractor  shall  be  notified  in  writing  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular  order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from 
him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such  contractor  sh  11  at  once,  on  demand, 
deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  the  original  copy 
of  the  order  for  paper  on  which  delivery  is  unreasonably  delayed.  In  case 
any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any  contractor  for 
an  unreasonable  delay,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  in  the  adjustment 
of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor,  may  allow  the  contractor  the  contract 
price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  delivered  and  accepted,  deducting 
therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  State  by  reason  of  such  un¬ 
reasonable  delay 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  in  waiting  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prosecute 
the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
tract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and  when¬ 
ever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled,  or  any 
investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either  House 
thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  hereby 
given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  enter  into 
and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired  portion  of 
the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
State. 

Verification  of  Accounts.  Every  bill  for  material  furnished  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  who  shall  carefully  examine 
and  compare  the  same  with  the  contract  for  furnishing  such  materials  and 
the  vouchers  and  orders  relating  thereto.  If  any  error  is  found  in  the  ac¬ 
count,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  correct  the  same  and  return 
the  account  to  the  contractor.  If  the  account  is  found  to  be  correct,  or 
when  it  has  been  corrected,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  Governor  for  approval.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by 
the  Governor,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for 
the  payment  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill,  the  matter  shall  be  de¬ 
termined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor  as  against  the  State  who  for  that 
purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

All  necessary  special  sizes,  weights  and  colors  will  be  based  accord¬ 
ing  to  “trade  customs.” 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  of  the  conditions  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  instructions: 

All  classes  or  sub-classes  of  paper  and  envelopes  will  be  considered 
separately.  Bidders  may  bid  for  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  classes  or  sub¬ 
classes. 

Bids  must  be  made  in  cents  and  decimals  with  the  total  amount  of 
the  bid  set  forth  in  the  proper  column. 

Bids  in  any  way  conditional  will  not  be  considered.  No  proposal  will 
be  considered  which  does  not  conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule, 
and  is  not  complete  within  itself  and  is  not  based  on  the  standard  samples 
and  specifications.  Proposals  based  on  the  bidder’s  samples  and  not  in 
conformity  with  standard  samples  will  not  be  considered. 

Proposals  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  at, 
or  before,  the  time  set  for  opening.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to 
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any  proposal  received  at  a  later  hour  or  day,  whatever  may  be  the  cause. 

The  Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon  fix 
a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  days  thereafter,  when  contracts 
may  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on 
the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 

The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for 
the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  to  waive  technical  defects,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  bid  for  any  one  class  and  reject  all  other  classes,  if  in  his  opinion 
such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  otherwise  must  be  explained  in  proposal  over 
a  separate  signature  of  the  bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  to  decline  to  consider  proposals  submitted  by  any  bidder  who 
has  been  in  default  on  any  existing  or  prior  contract  with  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  and  who  has  failed  to  perform  satisfactorily  the  requirements  of  such 
contract. 

Lack  of  commercial  standing  on  the  part  of  the  bidder,  or  inadequate 
facilities  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  contract  will  constitute  sufficient 
grounds  for  the  rejection  of  bids. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  require  a  bidder, 
or  his  representative,  to  submit  to  him  at  any  time  the  name  and  location 
of  the  manufacturer  of  the  various  lots  of  paper  proposed  for  herein  by  such 
bidder,  together  with  evidence  of  the  ability  of  such  manufacturer  to  produce 
paper  of  the  quality  and  quantity  specified  in  this  proposal. 

If  a  bidder  desires  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  without 
prejudice  to  himself  by  submitting  such  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  before  (but  not  after)  the  time  fixed  for  opening. 
When  such  a  proposal  is  reached  at  the  opening  it  will  be  returned  unread 
to  the  bidder. 

Each  proposal  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  and  each  proposal  the  total  of  which  is  more 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  cer¬ 
tified  check  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000).  Certified  check 
must  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  H.  L.  Williamson,  Superintendent  of 
Printing. 

All  proposals  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  un¬ 
der  seal,  executed  by  the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and 
if  he  shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and 
conditioned  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such 
certified  check  will  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
and  may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages. 

If  two  or  more  persons  bid  the  same  price  for  either  class  of  paper,  and 
such  price  is  the  lowest  for  that  class,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall 
award  the  contract  to  such  one  of  such  bidders  as  he  shall  decide  publicly  to 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

All  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  if  he  dis¬ 
approves  of  same  there  shall  be  a  reletting  of  the  contract. 

Within  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of  any  bid  for  doing  work  or 
furnishing  material,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  contract 
to  be  prepared  and  entered  into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State  of 
Illinois,  with  the  approval  thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such 
bidder,  setting  forth  fully  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  articles 
specified  shall  be  furnished.  Such  bidder  shall  at  the  time  execute  a  bond  in 
a  penal  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  (but  not  to  exceed  $10,000)  payable  to  the  State  of  Illinois, 
with  not  less  than  two  sureties  who  shall  be  responsible  freeholders  of  this 
State,  and  who  shall  testify,  under  oath,  that  they  are  worth  over  and  above 
all  debts  and  property  exempt  from  execution,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
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amount  named  in  such  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
duties  required  of  him  by  law  and  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  his  con¬ 
tract. 

Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the 
Governor. 

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected,  the  certified  check  and  the  pro¬ 
visional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him  with¬ 
out  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  the  provisional  agreement  of 
each  successful  bidder  shall  be  retained  until  such  bidder  has  entered  into  a 
contract  and  furnished  the  bond  required  of  him,  then  such  certified  check 
and  provisional  agreement  shall  be  returned;  but  if  such  successful  bidder 
shall  fail  to  enter  into  a  contract  and  furnish  the  bond  required  of  him 
within  the  time  required  by  law,  then  and  in  either  case,  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  certified  check  and  cover  the 
same  into  the  State  treasury. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  decline  to  consider  any  proposal 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  amount  required  by 
these  instructions,  together  with  a  provisional  agreement  to  the  effect  that  if 
such  proposal  be  accepted,  he  will  within  ten  days  execute  a  contract  and 
execute  a  bond  as  required  by  law. 

Each  bid  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  material  must  be  in  writing,  en¬ 
closed  in  a  sealed  envelope  having  indorsed  thereon,  “Proposal  of . 

. whose  address  is . for . ” 

Filling  in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the 
designation  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00  o’clock 
p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

The  quantities  herein  specified  are  not  to  be  construed  as  the  quantities 
which  may  be  ordered,  but  are  set  forth  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  obtain¬ 
ing  basis  on  which  to  compute  bids.  Contractor  must  furnish  the  quantity 
which  may  be  needed,  whether  more  or  less  than  the  amount  mentioned,  in 
such  quantities  as  the  State  may  elect. 

The  attention  of  bidders  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  will  compare  paper  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  standard 
samples  accepted  from  the  successful  bidders,  and  may  refuse  to  accept  any 
paper  which  does  not  conform  to  samples  in  every  particular. 

Bidders  must  file  with  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  samples  of  each 
item  which  they  propose  to  furnish  under  contract.  Samples  must  have 
plainly  marked  thereon  (in  ink)  the  class  number,  item,  and  the  name  of  the 
paper.  Representative  samples  indicating  the  minimum  qualities  acceptable 
to  the  State  of  all  paper  to  be  furnished  under  these  specifications  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

All  samples  must  be  full  sheets. 

The  samples  furnished  by  bidders  will  be  compared  with  the  representa¬ 
tive  samples  to  determine  their  conformity  in  color,  finish,  writing  and 
printing  qualities,  freedom  from  dirt,  specks,  etc.  Paper  will  be  accepted  or 
rejected  on  the  basis  of  these  tests.  The  breaking  strength  will  be  deter¬ 
mined  with  a  machine  by  which  the  paper  is  firmly  clamped  against  a  rubber 
diaphragm,  through  which  pressure  is  applied  to  a  circular  area  of  paper 
measuring  1  square  inch.  The  pressure  required  to  burst  the  paper  is 
registered  on  an  accurate  gauge  of  suitable  form  reading  in  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

For  the  sake  of  added  clearness  in  these  specifications,  wherever  possible 
samples  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  have  been 
described  by  trade  brands,  watermarks,  or  numbers.  The  description  herein 
of  particular  brands  of  goods  as  being  on  file  is  in  no  case  to  be  interpreted 
as  preventing  the  submission  of  goods  of  equal  quality  of  other  makes  or 
brands,  nor  as  preventing  the  awarding  of  the  contract  for  the  furnishing 
of  goods  of  makes,  brands,  watermarks  or  numbers  different  from  the 
samples  on  file 

Loft  Dried.  Papers  specified  as  “loft  dried’’  shall  be  cut  in  sheets 
while  wet  from  the  sizing  tub,  dried  on  poles  in  a  loft. 

Air  Dried.  Papers  specified  as  “air  dried”  shall,  after  passing  through 
the  sizing  tub,  be  dried  without  contact  with  internal  heated  driers. 
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Curl.  Paper  which  does  not  lie  flat  will  be  rejected  and  the  contractor 
required  to  replace  the  same.  All  the  paper  in  the  several  classes  must  be 
of  the  specified  weight  exclusive  of  cases,  wrappers  and  twine. 

A  variation  from  the  ream  weight  of  more  than  four  (4)  per  cent  will 
not  be  allowed.  Paper  will  be  paid  for  at  the  ordered  weight  unless  short, 
in  which  case  it  will  be  paid  for  at  the  net  weight  if  accepted.  Payment  will 
not  be  made  for  cases,  wrappers  or  other  packing  materials.  “Mill  count” 
five  hundred  (500)  perfect  sheets  to  the  ream,  unless  otherwise  specified, 
must  be  accurate  on  all  grades  of  paper. 

If  latent  defects  shall  be  discovered  after  paper  has  been  accepted,  it 
will  be  rejected  and  the  contractor  required  to  replace  it. 

Packing.  Shipments  must  be  packed  in  such  manner  as  will  pre¬ 
vent  damage  in  transit. 

All  writing  papers  must  be  trimmed  square  on  four  sides  and  put  up 
flat  in  cases  of  even  reams  unless  otherwise  provided.

Springfield,  Illinois,  for  contracts  to  furnish  all  classes  of  printing  paper, 
cover  paper  and  other  paper  and  envelopes,  and  stationery  and  stationery  sup¬ 
plies  for  the  State,  and  to  do  the  Lithographing,  engraving,  electrotyping,  plate 
printing  and  other  like  printing  for  the  State,  for  the  period  from  the  1st  day 
of  July,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  one  year,  or  two  years  from  the  1st  day 
of  July,  1919,  as  may  be  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings.

Standards  of  Quality.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  purchase 
and  furnish  all  printing  paper  and  other  paper  for  the  use  of  the  State.  He 
shall  fix  standards  of  quality  for  printing  paper,  colored  paper  and  other 
paper  used  in  doing  the  State  printing,  for  legal  cap,  fools  cap,  writing, 
manila,  note,  ledger,  envelope,  blotting,  wrapping  and  other  paper  required 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  officers,  boards,  institutions,  commissions 
and  departments  of  the  State  Government.

Any  bidder  may  propose  to  furnish  any  one  or  more  than  one  or  all  of 
the  classes  of  printing  paper. 

Delivery.  All  printing  paper  purchased  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  in  good  order,  free  from  all  and  every 
charge  and  expense  and  subject  to  inspection,  count,  weight,  measurement 
and  tests  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  at  the  Capitol  at  Springfield,  or 
to  his  order. 

The  contractor  may  be  required  to  deliver  shipments  to  the  Illinois  State 
Reformatory,  Pontiac,  Illinois,  the  Illinois  School  for  the  Deaf,  Jacksonville, 
Illinois,  the  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign,  or  Urbana,  Illinois,  or  any 
other  point  designated  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  These  shipments  must  also 
be  delivered  at  the  points  designated  free  of  all  carrying  charges. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  price  of  all  paper  purchased  by  the 
State  shall  not  be  more  than  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  of  such  paper  at  wholesale  in  the  city  of  Chicago  at  the  time  of  making 
the  contract,  and  no  contract  shall  be  made  at  any  higher  rate. 

An  essential  condition  in  the  contracts  for  supplying  paper  to  the  State 
of  Illinois  will  be  an  agreement  between  the  contractor  and  the  State  limit¬ 
ing  the  price  to  not  exceed  five  per  cent  (5%  )  greater  than  the  market  price 
at  wholesale  for  the  various  brands,  grades  and  qualities  of  paper  and  en¬ 
velopes  for  which  proposals  are  submitted,  with  a  distinct  understanding 
that  at  no  time  will  the  contractor  be  permitted  to  bill  any  of  the  various 
grades  or  qualities  provided  for  in  his  contract  at  a  price  in  excess  of  the 
amount  herein  bid. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  reduce  his  prices  to  the  State  at  any 
time  when  the  market  price  in  Chicago  at  wholesale  of  the  various  brands, 
grades,  qualities,  etc.,  on  which  the  bidder  contracts  to  sell  to  the  State 
shall  fall  below  the  prices  quoted  herein,  to  a  price  which  shall  be  not 
more  than  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  wholesale  market  price  of 
such  brands,  grades,  qualities,  etc.,  in  Chicago. 

Bidders  are  requested  to  submit  proposals  for  a  six  (6)  months’  con¬

The  State  also  reserves  the  right  to  require  the  con¬ 
tractor  to  deliver  an  amount  estimated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  to 
be  a  sufficient  amount  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  State  for  a  twelve 
months’  period,  at  any  time  during  the  life  of  the  contract. 

Acceptance.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  compare  every  lot 
of  paper  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  standard  of  quality  fixed  upon 
by  him,  and  shall  not  accept  any  paper  which  does  not  conform  to  the 
standard  so  fixed  in  every  particular. 

In  cases  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
and  any  contractor  concerning  paper  received  or  its  quality,  the  matter  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Governor,  who  may  call  to  his  assistance  a  disinter¬ 
ested  expert  and  the  decision  of  the  Governor  shall  be  final  as  to  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  paper  shall  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  for  an  unreasonable 
time  to  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion  any  contractor  cannot  deliver  within 
the  time  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or 
orders  for  paper,  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  particular  order  or  orders, 
without  previous  advertisement  for  bids  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
therefor.  In  case  any  contractor  shall  be  notified  in  writing  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular  order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from 
him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such  contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand. 
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deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  the  original  copy 
of  the  order  for  paper  on  which  delivery  is  unreasonably  delayed.  In  case 
any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any  contractor  for 
an  unreasonable  delay,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  in  the  adjustment  of 
the  accounts  of  such  contractor,  may  allow  the  contractor  the  contract  price 
of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  delivered  &nd  accepted,  deducting  there¬ 
from  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  State  by  reason  of  such  unreason¬ 
able  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prosecute 
the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
tract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and  when¬ 
ever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled,  or  any 
investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either  House 
thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  hereby 
given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  enter  into 
and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

Verification  of  Accounts.  Every  bill  for  material  furnished  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  who  shall  carefully  examine 
and  compare  the  same  with  the  contract  for  furnishing  such  materials 
and  the  vouchers  and  orders  relating  thereto.  If  any  error  is  found  in  the 
account,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  correct  the  same  and  return 
the  account  to  the  contractor.  If  the  account  is  found  to  be  correct,  or 
when  it  has  been  corrected,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  Governor  for  approval.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by 
the  Governor,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for 
the  payment  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill,  the  matter  shall  be  de¬ 
termined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor  as  against  the  State  who  for  that 
purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

All  necessary  special  sizes,  weights  and  colors  will  be  based  according 
to  “trade  customs.” 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  of  the  conditions  of  the  following 
instructions: 

All  classes  or  subclasses  of  paper  and  envelopes  will  be  considered 
separately.  Bidders  may  bid  for  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  classes  or  sub¬ 
classes. 

Bids  must  be  made  in  cents  and  decimals  with  the  total  amount  of  the 
bid  set  forth  in  the  proper  column. 

Bids  in  any  way  conditional  will  not  be  considered.  No  proposal  will 
be  considered  which  does  not  conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule, 
and  is  not  complete  within  itself  and  is  not  based  on  the  standard  samples 
and  specifications.  Proposals  based  on  the  bidder’s  samples  and  not  in  con¬ 
formity  with  standard  samples  will  not  be  considered. 

Proposals  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  at, 
or  before,  the  time  set  for  opening.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to  any 
proposal  received  at  a  later  hour  or  day,  whatever  may  be  the  cause. 

The  Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon  fix 
a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  days  thereafter,  when  contracts 
may  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on 
the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 
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The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the 
interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  waive  technical  defects,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  to 
accept  the  bid  for  any  one  class  and  reject  all  other  classes,  if  in  his  opinion 
such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  otherwise  must  be  explained  in  proposal  over 
a  separate  signature  of  the  bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  decline  to  consider  proposals  submitted  by  any  bidder 
who  has  been  in  default  on  any  existing  or  prior  contract  with  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  who  has  failed  to  perform  satisfactorily  the  requirements 
of  such  contract. 

Lack  of  commercial  standing  on  the  part  of  the  bidder,  or  inadequate 
facilities  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  contract  will  constitute  sufficient 
grounds  for  the  rejection  of  bids. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  require  a  bidder 
or  his  representative,  to  submit  to  him  at  any  time  the  name  and  location 
of  the  manufacturer  of  the  various  lots  of  paper  proposed  for  herein  by 
such  bidder,  together  with  evidence  of  the  ability  of  such  manufacturer  to 
produce  paper  of  the  quality  and  quantity  specified  in  this  proposal.

Such  bonds  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and 
the  Governor. 
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If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejeceted,  the  certified  check  and  the 
provisional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him 
without  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  the  provisional  agree¬ 
ment  of  each  successful  bidder  shall  be  retained  until  such  bidder  has 
entered  into  a  contract  and  furnished  the  bond  required  of  him,  then  such 
certified  check  and  provisional  agreement  shall  be  returned;  but  if  such 
successful  bidder  shall  fail  to  enter  into  a  contract  and  furnish  the  bond 
required  of  him  within  the  time  required  by  law,  then  and  in  either  case,  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  certified  check 
and  cover  the  same  into  the  State  treasury. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  decline  to  consider  any  proposal 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  amount  required  by 
these  instructions,  together  with  a  provisional  agreement  to  the  effect  that 
if  such  proposal  be  accepted,  he  will  within  ten  days  execute  a  contract  and 
execute  a  bond  as  required  by  law. 

Each  bid  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  material  must  be  in  writing, 

enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope  having  indorsed  thereon  “Proposal  of . 

. whose  address  is . for . ”  Filling 

in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the  designation 
of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00  o’clock  p.  m.  on 
Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

The  quantities  herein  specified  are  not  to  be  construed  as  the  quantities 
which  may  be  ordered,  but  are  set  forth  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  obtain¬ 
ing  basis  on  which  to  compute  bids.

PROPOSALS  FOR  PAPER  AND  STATIONERY,  AND  FOR  LITHOGRAPHING,  ENGRAVING,  ETC- 

Sealed  proposals  will  be  received  until  5  o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17. 
1919,  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  in  the  Capitol. 
Springfield,  Illinois,  for  contracts  to  furnish  all  classes  of  printing  paper,  cover 
paper  and  ether  paper  and  envelopes,  and  stationery  and  stationery  supplies 
for  the  State,  and  to  do  the  Lithographing,  engraving,  electrotyping,  plate 
printing  and  other  like  printing  for  the  State,  for  the  period  from  the  1st  day  of 
July,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  one  year,  or  two  years  from  the  1st  day  of 
July,  1919,  as  may  be  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings. 

The  kinds,  quality  and  quantity  of  such  paper  and  the  size  and  weight  per 
ream  are  as  described  in  Specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  Superintendent  of 
Printing,  at  the  Capitol  in  Springfield. 

Separate  bids  are  solicited  for  each  class  or  sub-class  of  articles  to  be  fur¬ 
nished  or  work  to  be  done,  and  each  shall  be  let  under  a  separate  contract. 

The  Governor  and  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  shall  there¬ 
upon  fix  a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  when 
contracts  will  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded 
on  the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read.  The  award  of  contracts 
will  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the  interests  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  reserves  the  right  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  or  bids  for  separate  classes 
or  sub-classes  if  in  his  opinion  such  action  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

Each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500),  and  each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
( $25,000),  or  more  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Each  bid  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  under  seal, 
executed  by  the  bidder,  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and  if  he  shall 
fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and  conditioned 
as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such  certified 
check  shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  may  be 
retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages. 

Blank  proposals  containing  the  instructions,  schedule  and  specifications 
may  be  obtained  by  addressing.

Standards  of  Quality.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  purchase 
and  furnish  all  printing  paper  and  other  paper  for  the  use  of  the  State. 
He  shall  fix  standards  of  quality  for  printing  paper,  colored  paper  and 
other  paper  used  in  doing  the  State  printing,  for  legal  cap,  fools  cap, 
writing,  manila,  note,  ledger,  envelope,  blotting,  wrapping  and  other  paper 
required  by  the  General  Assembly  and  the  officers,  boards,  institutions, 
commissions  and  departments  of  the  State  Government. 


Any  bidder  may  propose  to  furnish  any  one  or  more  than  one  or  all 
of  the  classes  of  printing  paper. 

Delivery.  All  printing  paper  purchased  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  in  good  order,  free  from  all  and  every 
charge  and  expense  and  subject  to  inspection,  count,  weight,  measure¬ 
ment  and  tests  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  at  the  Capitol  at  Spring- 
field,  or  to  his  order. 

The  contractor  may  be  required  to  deliver  shipments  to  the  Illinois 
State  Reformatory,  Pontiac,  Illinois,  the  Illinois  School  for  the  Deaf, 
Jacksonville,  Illinois,  the  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign  or  Urbana,  Illi¬ 
nois,  or  any  other  point  designated  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  These  ship¬ 
ments  must  also  be  delivered  at  the  points  designated  free  of  all  carrying 
charges. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  price  of  all  paper  purchased  by  the 
State  shall  not  be  more  than  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  of  such  paper  at  wholesale  in  the  city  of  Chicago  at  the  time  of 
making  the  contract,  and  no  contract  shall  be  made  at  any  higher  rate. 

An  essential  condition  in  the  contracts  for  supplying  paper  to  the  State 
of  Illinois  will  be  an  agreement  between  the  contractor  and  the  State  limit¬ 
ing  the  price  to  not  exceed  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market  price 
at  wholesale  for  the  various  brands,  grades  and  qualities  of  paper  and 
envelopes  for  which  proposals  are  submitted,  with  a  distinct  understanding 
that  at  no  time  will  the  contractor  be  permitted  to  bill  any  of  the  various 
grades  or  qualities  provided  for  in  his  contract  at  a  price  in  excess  of  the 
amount  herein  bid. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  reduce  his  prices  to  the  State  at  any 
time  v^hen  the  market  price  in  Chicago,  at  wholesale,  of  the  various  brands, 
grades,  qualities,  etc.,  on  which  the  bidder  contracts  to  sell  to  the  State  shall 
fall  below  the  prices  quoted  herein,  to  a  price  which  shall  be  not  more  than 
five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  wholesale  market  price  of  such  brands, 
grades,  qualities,  etc.,  in  Chicago. 

Bidders  are  requested  to  submit  proposals  for  a  six  (6)  months’  con¬ 
tract,  beginning  July  1,  1919,  and  ending  December  31,  1919;  also  for  a 
twelve  (12)  months’  contract,  beginning  July  1,  1919,  and  ending  June  30, 
1920;  also  for  a  two  (2)  years’  contract,  beginning  July  1,  1919,  and  ending 
June  30,  1921.  or  for  either  one,  two  or  all  of  these  periods. 

The  State  of  Illinois  reserves  the  right  to  accept  either  of  the  three 
proposals  above  mentioned,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State.  The  State  also  reserves 
the  right  to  order  and  require  from  the  contractor  delivery  of  any  quantity 
which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  be  required 
for  the  use  of  the  State.  The  State  also  reserves  the  right  to  require  the 
contractor  to  deliver  an  amount  estimated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
to  be  a  sufficient  amount  to  fullfill  the  requirements  of  the  State  for  a 
twrelve  months’  period,  at  any  time  during  the  life  of  the  contract. 

Acceptance.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  compare  every  lot 
of  paper  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  standard  of  quality  fixed 
upon  by  him,  and  shall  not  accept  any  paper  which  does  not  conform  to  the 
standard  so  fixed  in  every  particular. 

In  cases  of  differences  of  opinion  between  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  and  any  contractor  concerning  paper  received  or  its  quality,  the  matter 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor  who  may  call  to  his  assistance  a  dis¬ 
interested  expert  and  the  decision  of  the  Governor  shall  be  final  as  to  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  paper  shall  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  for  an  unreasonable 
time  to  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion  any  contractor  can  not  deliver  within 
the  time  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or 
orders  for  paper,  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  particular  order  or  orders, 
without  previous  advertisement  for  bids,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
therefor.  In  case  any  contractor  shall  be  notified  in  writing  by  the  Super- 
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intendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular  order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from 
him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such  contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand, 
deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  the  orignal 
copy  of  the  order  for  paper  on  which  delivery  is  unreasonably  delayed. 
In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any  con¬ 
tractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  in 
the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor,  may  allow  the  contractor 
the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  delivered  and 
accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  State 
by  reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fullfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  General 
in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney 
General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prosecute  the  same 
to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
tract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and 
whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled, 
or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is 
hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to 
enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  State. 

Verification  of  Accounts.  Every  bill  for  material  furnished  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  who  shall  carefully  examine 
and  compare  the  same  with  the  contract  for  furnishing  such  materials  and 
the  vouchers  and  orders  relating  thereto.  If  any  error  is  found  in  the 
account,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  correct  the  same  and  return 
the  account  to  the  contractor.  If  the  account  is  found  to  be  correct,  or  when 
it  has  been  corrected,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  certify  the  same 
to  the  Governor  for  approval.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by  the  Governor, 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment 
thereof  out  of  any  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appropriated 
for  that  purpose. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill,  the  matter  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor  as  against  the  State  who  for  that 
purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

All  necessary  special  sizes,  weights  and  colors  will  be  based  accord¬ 
ing  to  “trade  customs.” 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  of  the  conditions  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  instructions: 

All  classes  or  sub-classes  of  paper  and  envelopes  will  be  considered 
separately.  Bidders  may  bid  for  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  classes  or 
sub-classes. 

Bids  must  be  made  in  cents  and  decimals  with  the  total  amount  of  the 
bid  set  forth  in  the  proper  column. 

Bids  in  any  way  conditional  will  not  be  considered.  No  proposal  will 
be  considered  which  does  not  conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule, 
and  is  not  complete  within  itself  and  is  not  based  on  the  standard  samples 
and  specifications.  Proposals  based  on  the  bidder’s  samples  and  not  in 
conformity  with  standard  samnles  will  not  be  considered. 

Proposals  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  at, 
or  before,  the  time  set  for  opening.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to  any 
proposal  received  at  a  later  hour  or  day,  whatever  may  be  the  cause. 
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The  Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon  fix 
a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  days  thereafter,  when  contracts 
may  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on 
the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 

The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders 
for  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  waive  technical  defects,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or 
to  accept  the  bid  for  any  one  class  and  reject  all  other  classes,  if  in  his 
opinion  such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  otherwise  must  be  explained  in  proposal  over 
a  separate  signature  of  the  bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  decline  to  consider  proposals  submitted  by  any  bid¬ 
der  who  has  been  in  default  on  any  existing  or  prior  contract  with  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  who  has  failed  to  perform  satisfactorily  the  require¬ 
ments  of  such  contract. 

Lack  of  commercial  standing  on  the  part  of  the  bidder,  or  inadequate 
facilities  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  contract  will  constitute  suffi¬ 
cient  grounds  for  the  rejection  of  bids. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  require  a  bid¬ 
der,  or  his  representative,  to  submit  to  him  at  any  time  the  name  and  lo¬ 
cation  of  the  manufacturer  of  the  various  lots  of  paper  proposed  for  herein 
by  such  bidder,  together  with  evidence  of  the  ability  of  such  manufacturer 
to  produce  paper  of  the  quality  and  quantity  specified  in  this  proposal. 

If  a  bidder  desires  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  without 
prejudice  to  himself  by  submitting  such  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  before  (but  not  after)  the  time  fixed  for  opening. 
When  such  a  proposal  is  reached  at  the  opening  it  will  be  returned  unread 
to  the  bidder. 

Each  proposal  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  and  each  proposal  the  total  of  which 
is  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  certified  check  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 
Certified  check  must  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  H.  L.  Williamson, 
Superintendent  of  Printing. 

All  proposals  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement 
under  seal,  executed  by  the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be 
accepted  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within 
the  time  and  conditioned  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the 
amount  of  such  certified  check  will  become  absolutely  the  property  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  and  may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liqui¬ 
dated  damages. 

If  two  or  more  persons  bid  the  same  price  for  either  class  of  paper, 
and  such  price  is  the  lowest  for  that  class,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
shall  award  the  contract  to  such  one  of  such  bidders  as  he  shall  decide 
publicly  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

All  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  if  he 
disapproves  of  same  there  shall  be  a  reletting  of  the  contract. 

Writhin  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of  any  bid  for  doing  work 
or  furnishing  material,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  con¬ 
tract  to  be  prepared  and  entered  into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State 
of  Illinois,  with  the  approval  thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such 
bidder,  setting  forth  fully  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  articles 
specified  shall  be  furnished.  Such  bidder  shall  at  the  time  execute  a  bond 
in  a  penal  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  (but  not  to  exceed  $10,000)  payable  to  the  State 
of  Illinois,  with  not  less  than  two  sureties  who  shall  be  responsible  free¬ 
holders  of  this  State,  and  who  shall  testify,  under  oath,  that  they  are  worth 
over  and  above  all  debts  and  property  exempt  from  execution,  an  amount 
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equal  to  the  amount  named  in  such  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  duties  required  of  him  by  law  and  by  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  of  his  contract. 

Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and 
the  Governor. 

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected,  the  certified  check  and  the 
provisional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him 
without  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  the  provisional  agree¬ 
ment  of  each  successful  bidder  shall  be  retained  until  such  bidder  has 
entered  into  a  contract  and  furnished  the  bond  required  of  him,  then  such 
certified  check  and  provisional  agreement  shall  be  returned;  but  if  such 
successful  bidder  shall  fail  to  enter  into  a  contract  and  furnish  the  bond 
required  of  him  within  the  time  required  by  law,  then  and  in  either  case, 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  certified 
check  and  cover  the  same  into  the  State  treasury. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  decline  to  consider  any  proposal 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  amount  required  by 
these  instructions,  together  with  a  provisional  agreement  to  the  effect 
that  if  such  proposal  be  accepted,  he  will  within  ten  days  execute  a  con¬ 
tract  and  execute  a  bond  as  required  by  law. 

Each  bid  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  material  must  be  in  writing, 

enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope  having  indorsed  thereon,  “Proposal  of . 

. whose  address  is . for . ” 

Filling  in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the 
designation  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00 
o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

The  quantities  herein  specified  are  not  to  be  construed  as  the  quanti¬ 
ties  which  may  be  ordered,  but  are  set  forth  primarily  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  obtaining  basis  on  which  to  compute  bids.  Contractor  must  fur¬ 
nish  the  quantity  which  may  be  needed,  whether  more  or  less  Ilian  the 
amount  mentioned,  in  such  quantities  as  the  State  may  elect. 

The  attention  of  bidders  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  will  compare  paper  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  stand¬ 
ard  samples  accepted  from  the  successful  bidders,  and  may  refuse  to 
accept  any  paper  which  does  not  conform  to  samples  in  every  particular. 

Bidders  must  file  with  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  samples  of  each 
item  which  they  propose  to  furnish  under  contract.  Samples  must  have 
plainly  marked  thereon  (in  ink)  the  class  number,  item,  and  the  name  of 
the  paper.  Representative  samples  indicating  the  minimum  qualities  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  State  of  all  paper  to  be  furnished  under  these  specifica¬ 
tions  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

All  samples  must  be  full  sheets. 

The  samples  furnished  by  bidders  will  be  compared  with  the  repre¬ 
sentative  samples  to  determine  their  conformity  in  color,  finish,  writing 
and  printing  qualities,  freedom  from  dirt,  specks,  etc.  Paper  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  dr  rejected  on'  the  basis  of  these  tests.  The  breaking  strength 
will  be  determined  with  a  machine  by  which  the  paper  is  firmly  clamped 
against  a  rubber  diaphragm,  through  which  pressure  is  applied  to  a  cir¬ 
cular  area  of  paper  measuring  1  square  inch.  The  pressure  required  to 
burst  the  paper  is  registered  on  an  accurate  gauge  of  suitable  form  read¬ 
ing  in  pounds  per  square  inch. 

For  the  sake  of  added  clearness  in  these  specifications,  wherever 
possible  samples  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  have 
been  described  by  trade  brands,  watermarks,  or  numbers.  The  descrip¬ 
tion  herein  of  particular  brands  of  goods  as  being  on  file  is  in  no  case  to 
be  interpreted  as  preventing  the  submission  of  goods  of  equal  quality 
of  other  makes  or  brands,  nor  as  preventing  the  awarding  of  the  con¬ 
tract  for  the  furnishing  of  goods  of  makes,  brands,  watermarks  or  num¬ 
bers  different  from  the  samples  on  file. 

Curl.  Paper  which  does  not  lie  flat  will  be  rejected  and  the  con¬ 
tractor  required  to  replace  the  same.  All  the  paper  in  the  several  classes, 
must  be  of  the  specified  weight  exclusive  of  cases,  wrappers  and  twine. 
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A  variation  from  the  ream  weight  of  more  than  four  (4)  per  cent  will 
not  be  allowed.  Paper  will  be  paid  for  at  the  ordered  weight  unless 
short,  in  which  case  it  will  be  paid  for  at  the  net  weight  if  accepted. 
Payment  will  not  be  made  for  cases,  wrappers  or  other  packing  materials.

Standards  of  Quality.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  purchase 
and  furnish  all  printing  paper  and  other  paper  for  the  use  of  the  State.  He 
shall  fix  standards  of  quality  for  printing  paper,  colored  paper  and  other 
paper  used  in  doing  the  State  printing,  for  legal  cap,  fools  cap,  writing, 
manila,  note,  ledger,  envelope,  blotting,  wrapping  and  other  paper  required 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  officers,  boards,  institutions,  commissions 
and  departments  of  the  State  Government. 
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Any  bidder  may  propose  to  furnish  any  one  or  more  than  one  or  all  of 
the  classes  of  printing  paper. 

Delivery.  All  printing  paper  purchased  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  in  good  order,  free  from  all  and 
every  charge  and  expense  and  subject  to  inspection,  count,  weight,  measure¬ 
ment  and  tests  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  at  the  Capitol  at  Spring- 
field,  or  to  his  order. 

All  envelopes  to  be  house  shipment — unless  special  made — unless  other¬ 
wise  specified. 

The  contractor  may  be  required  to  deliver  shipments  to  the  Illinois  State 
Reformatory,  Pontiac,  Illinois,  the  Illinois  School  for  the  Deaf,  Jacksonville, 
Illinois,  the  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign  or  Urbana,  Illinois,  or  any 
other  point  designated  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  These  shipments  must  also 
be  delivered  at  the  points  designated  free  of  all  carrying  charges. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  price  of  all  paper  purchased  by  the 
State  shall  not  be  more  than  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  of  such  paper  at  wholesale  in  the  city  of  Chicago  at  the  time  of 
making  the  contract,  and  no  contract  shall  be  made  at  any  higher  rate. 

An  essential  condition  in  the  contracts  for  supplying  paper  to  the  State 
of  Illinois  will  be  an  agreement  between  the  contractor  and  the  State  limit¬ 
ing  the  price  to  not  exceed  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  at  wholesale  for  the  various  brands,  grades  and  qualities  of  paper  and

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  reduce  his  prices  to  the  State  at  any 
time  when  the  market  price  in  Chicago,  at  wholesale,  of  the  various  brands, 
grades,  qualities,  etc.,  on  which  the  bidder  contracts  to  sell  to  the  State  shall 
fall  below  the  prices  quoted  herein,  to  a  price  which  shall  be  not  more  than 
five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  wholesale  market  price  of  such  brands, 
grades,  qualities,  etc.,  in  Chicago.

Acceptance.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  compare  every  lot 
of  paper  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  standard  of  quality  fixed  upon 
by  him,  and  shall  not  accept  any  paper  which  does  not  conform  to  the 
standard  so  fixed  in  every  particular. 

In  cases  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  and  any  contractor  concerning  paper  received  or  its  quality,  the  matter 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor  who  may  call  to  his  assistance  a  dis¬ 
interested  expert  and  the  decision  of  the  Governor  shall  be  final  as  to  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  paper  shall  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  for  an  unreasonable 
time  to  deliver,  or  if  in  his  opinion  any  contractor  can  not  deliver  within 
the  time  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or 
orders  for  paper,  then  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  particular  order  or  orders, 
without  previous  advertisement  for  bids,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
therefor.  In  case  any  contractor  shall  be  notified  in  writing  by  the  Super- 
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intendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular  order  or  orders  is  withdrawn 
from  him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such  contractor  shall  at  once,  on 
demand,  deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  the 
original  copy  of  the  order  for  paper  on  which  delivery  is  unreasonably 
delayed.  In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from 
any  contractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing, 
in  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor,  may  allow  the  con¬ 
tractor  the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  delivered 
and  accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the 
State  by  reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  General 
in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney 
General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prosecute  the  same 
to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any 
State  contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such 
contract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and 
whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled, 
or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is 
hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to 
enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  State. 

Verification  of  Accounts.  Every  bill  for  material  furnished  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  who  shall  carefully  examine  and 
compare  the  same  with  the  contract  for  furnishing  such  materials  and  the 
vouchers  and  orders  relating  thereto.  If  any  error  is  found  in  the  account, 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  correct  the  same  and  return  the  account 
to  the  contractor.  If  the  account  is  found  to  be  correct,  or  when  it  has  been 
corrected  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
Governor  for  approval.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by  the  Governor,  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment  thereof 
out  of  any  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appropriated  for  that 
purpose. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill,  the  matter  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor  as  against  the  State  who  for  that 
purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

All  necessary  special  sizes,  weights  and  colors  will  be  based  accord¬ 
ing  to  “trade  customs. r 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  of  the  conditions  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  instructions: 

All  classes  or  sub-classes  of  paper  and  envelopes  will  be  considered 
separately.  Bidders  may  bid  for  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  classes  or  sub¬ 
classes. 

Bids  must  be  made  in  cents  and  decimals  with  the  total  amount  of 
the  bid  set  forth  in  the  proper  column. 

Bids  in  any  way  conditional  will  not  be  considered.  No  proposal  will 
be  considered  which  does  not  conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule, 
and  is  not  complete  within  itself  and  is  not  based  on  the  standard  samples 
and  specifications.  Proposals  based  on  the  bidder’s  samples  and  not  in 
conformity  with  standard  samples  will  not  be  considered. 

Proposals  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  at, 
or  before,  the  time  set  for  opening.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to  any 
proposal  received  at  a  later  hour  or  day,  whatever  may  be  the  cause. 
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The  Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon  fix  a 
time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  days  thereafter,  when  contracts  may 
be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the  same 
day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 

The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for 
the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  waive  technical  defects,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  to 
accept  the  bid  for  any  one  class  and  reject  all  other  classes,  if  in  his 
opinion  such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  otherwise  must  be  explained  in  proposal  over 
a  separate  signature  of  the  bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  to  decline  to  consider  proposals  submitted  by  any  bidder 
who  has  been  in  default  on  any  existing  or  prior  contract  with  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  who  has  failed  to  perform  satisfactorily  the  requirements  of 
such  contract. 

Lack  of  commercial  standing  on  the  part  of  the  bidder,  or  inadequate 
facilities  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  contract  will  constitute  sufficient 
grounds  for  the’  rejection  of  bids. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right  to  require  a  bidder, 
or  his  representative,  to  submit  to  him  at  any  time  the  name  and  location 
of  the  manufacturer  of  the  various  lots  of  paper  proposed  for  herein  by  such 
bidder,  together  with  evidence  of  the  ability  of  such  manufacturer  to  pro¬ 
duce  paper  of  the  quality  and  quantity  specified  in  this  proposal. 

If  a  bidder  desires  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  without 
prejudice  to  himself  by  submitting  such  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  before  (but  not  after)  the  time  fixed  for  opening. 
When  such  a  proposal  is  reached  at  the  opening  it  will  be  returned  unread 
to  the  bidder. 

Each  proposal  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thous¬ 
and  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  and  each  proposal  the  total  of  which  is  more 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
certified  check  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000).

Within  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of  any  bid  for  doing  work  or  fur¬ 
nishing  material,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  contract  to 
be  prepared  and  entered  into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State  of  Illinois, 
with  the  approval  thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such  bidder, 
setting  forth  fully  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  articles  specified 
shall  be  furnished.  Such  bidder  shall  at  the  time  execute  a  bond  in  a  penal 
sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  (but  not  to  exceed  $10,000)  payable  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  with 
not  less  than  two  sureties  who  shall  be  responsible  freeholders  of  this  State, 
and  who  shall  testify,  under  oath,  that  they  are  worth  over  and  above  all 
debts  and  property  exempt  from  execution,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount 
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named  in  such  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duties 
required  of  him  by  law  and  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  his  contract.

If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  can¬ 
cel  such  contract,  and,  having  done  so,  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writ¬ 
ing  specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney 
General  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such 
contract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and 
whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled, 
or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either 
House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is 
hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to 
enter  into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  State. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  price  of  all  typewriter  supplies  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  State  shall  be  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  of  such  typewriter  supplies  at  wholesale  in  the  city  of  Chicago  at 
the  time  of  making  the  contract,  and  no  contract  shall  be  made  at  any 
higher  rate. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  reduce  his  prices  to  the  State  at  any 
time  when  the  market  price  in  Chicago,  at  wholesale,  of  the  various  supplies, 
etc.,  on  which  the  bidder  contracts  to  sell  to  the  State  shall  fall  below  the 
prices  quoted  herein,  to  a  price  which  shall  be  not  more  than  five  per  cent. 
(5%)  greater  than  the  wholesale  market  price  of  such  supplies,  etc.,  in 
Chicago. 

Acceptance.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  compare  every  lot 
of  typewriter  supplies  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  standard  of 
quality  fixed  upon  by  him,  and  shall  not  accept  any  supplies  which  do  not 
conform  to  the  standard  so  fixed  in  every  particular. 

In  cases  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  and  any  contractor  concerning  typewriter  supplies  received  or  the 
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quality  thereof,  the  matter  shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor  who  may 
call  to  his  assistance  a  disinterested  expert  and  the  decision  of  the  Governor 
shall  be  final  as  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

Typewriter  Ribbons. 

Ribbons  in  one  or  two  colors  for  all  standard  machines,  in  all  regular 
colors,  record  or  copying. 

Ribbons  must  be  12  yards  in  length  (except  Noiseless,  11  yards),  for 
machines  requiring  ribbons  up  to  and  including  9-16-inch  in  width,  and 
9  yards  in  length  for  machines  requiring  ribbons  wider  than  9  16-inch. 

All  ribbons  must  be  non-filling  and  all  of  the  color  used  in  the  ink  must 
be  permanent  and  non-fadable  and  free  from  fatty  acids  which  would  tend 
to  destroy  the  fabric.  Ink  must  be  thoroughly  incorporated  or  impregnated 
in  the  fabric  and  must  readily  regulate  itself  to  the  stroke  of  the  type¬ 
writing  machine  in  the  distribution  of  ink.  Must  be  of  good  distinct  color 
and  produce  clear,  sharp  and  indelible  writing,  and  possess  rapidly  re¬ 
newing  and  recuperative  qualities.  Ribbons  must  be  equal  in  all  respects 
to  Miller-Bryant  Pierce’s  Elk  Brand. 

Ink  to  be  uniformly  applied,  and  the  different  grades  of  inking  are  to 
be  furnished  for  Elite  or  Pica  type  to  produce  satisfactory  work  on  the 
different  stroke  of  machine. 

Black  copy  blue  ribbons  must  be  indelible  and  give  satisfactory  press 
copies  and  must  give,  before  copying,  clear  black  impression. 

Blue  copy  blue  ribbons  likewise  must,  before  copying,  give  clear  blue 
impressions.  Ribbons  which  do  not  meet  these  requirements  will  be  elimin¬ 
ated  from  consideration. 

Ribbons  must  be  of  imported  fabric  manufactured  of  long  fibre  Sea 
Island  Cotton  and  the  cutting  and  edging  of  ribbons  must  be  absolutely 
true  and  the  gumming  of  the  edge  done  in  a  manner  that  will  make  it  abso¬ 
lutely  satisfactory.  The  edge  must  be  free  from  any  wave  appearance  what¬ 
ever  and  ribbons  with  broken  edges  or  raveled  threads  will  not  be  accepted. 
They  must  also  have  a  count  of  not  less  than  290  threads  to  the  square 
inch  and  must  caliper  approximately  five  and  one-half  thousandths  of  an 
inch  in  thickness. 

Ribbons  must  be  fitted  with  spools  to  fit  the  machines  on  which  they 
are  to  be  used  except  for  those  machines  which  have  spools  permanently 
attached  thereto.  Where  machines  have  permanent  spools  the  ribbons  are 
to  be  furnished  on  a  metal  spool  suitable  to  protect  them.  Where  automatic 
reverse  is  required  or  special  fasteners  and  hooks,  they  shall  be  provided 
without  additional  expense 

Coupon  Books  must  be  supplied  when  so  ordered  for  the  various 
institutions  and  deliveries  prepaid  in  any  quantity  asked 

CARBON  PAPERS. 

Typewriter. 

Tissue. 

All  carbon  paper  must  be  imported  Crompton  tissue  and  furnished  in 
blue  or  black,  in  sizes,  as  specified.  Must  be  equal  in  all  respects  to  Miller- 
Bryant  Pierce  Carnation  Brand. 

Standard  weight  carbon  coated  on  tissue  known  as  7  bs.  to  ream  20 
by  30. 

Medium  weight  carbon  coated  on  tissue  known  as  5 y2  lbs.  to  ream  20 
by  30. 

Light  weight  carbon  coated  on  tissue  known  as  4  lbs.  to  ream  20  by  30. 

Coating. 

All  Typewriter  carbon  must  be  jigger  coated  on  Crompton  tissue  as 
specified  under  head  “TISSUE.”  The  coating  must  be  hard,  clean,  non¬ 
smutting  and  the  color  to  be  used  shall  be  pure  carbon  black  and  the  prin- 
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cipal  toning  color  made  from  genuine  yellow  prussiate  of  potash,  and  to  be 
guaranteed  for  permanency. 

Durabi  lity. 

Must  show  maximum  wear  down  test  of  impression  over  the  same  spot 
on  a  sheet  of  20  lb.  bond  paper  for  the  original  on  any  standard  make  of 
typewriting  machine. 

Manifolding  Qualities. 

The  41b.  paper  must  be  capable  of  making  from  one  to  18,  the  5 y2  lb. 
paper  must  be  capable  of  making  from  one  to  twelve,  and  the  7  lb.  paper 
must  be  capable  of  making  from  one  to  six  good,  clear,  legible  copies  on  a 
13  lb.  folio  bond  paper  on  any  standard  make  of  typewriting  machine  with 
pica  type. 

Uniformity. 

Carbon  papers  furnished  must  not  vary  in  tissue,  coating  or  copying 
qualities  more  than  five  per  cent  (5%)  from  the  sample  submitted. 

Wrapping  and  Boxing. 

All  814  by  11,  814  by  13  and  814  by  14  typewriter  carbon  sheets  must 
be  enclosed  in  moisture-proof  envelopes  or  containers  of  25  sheets  each  and 
put  up  in  boxes  containing  100  sheets  each,  showing  the  number,  color, 
size  and  weight  of  contents. 

Samples. 

Samples  of  coated  and  uncoated  tissue  in  each  weight  required  with  bid. 
Pencil  Carbon. 

Must  be  cut  and  boxed  as  ordered,  each  box  to  contain  four  packages 
of  25  sheets  each.  Must  be  coated  on  the  different  weights  of  paper  as 
specified.  Must  be  furnished  in  the  different  degrees  of  hardness  as  will 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  best  suit  the  particular 
work  for  which  it  is  intended. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  specifi¬ 
cations  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does  not 
conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within 
itself. 

Bids  must  be  made  in  cents  and  decimals  with  the  total  amount  of  the 
bid  set  forth  in  the  proper  column. 

Bids  in  any  way  conditional  will  not  be  considered. 

Proposals  based  on  the  bidder’s  samples  and  not  in  conformity  with 
standard  samples  will  not  be  considered. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of 
the  possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  equipment,  and  resources,  pecu¬ 
niary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  efficiently  carry  out  the 
terms  of  contract. 

No  part  of  the  contract  may  be  sublet  nor  shall  any  assignment  of 
contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  permitted  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  to  any  jperson  holding  any  State  office  in  this 
State  or  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  person  employed  in  any 
of  the  offices  of  the  State  Government  or  the  wife  of  a  State  officer,  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  employee  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any 
State  officer,  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  wife  of  employee  as 
aforesaid  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  such  contract, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiting  such  contract  and  being  fined  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Any  person  who  shall  offer  to  pay  any  person  any  money  or  other 
valuable  thing  to  induce  such  person  not  to  bid  for  a  State  contract  or  as 
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a  recompense  to  him  for  not  having  bid  for  such  contract  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Any  person  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for 
not  bidding  for  a  State  contract  or  who  shall  withhold  a  bid  in  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  promise  for  the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Proposals  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  at, 
or  before,  the  time  set  for  opening.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to 
any  proposal  received  at  a  later  hour  or  day,  whatever  may  be  the  cause. 

The  Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon 
fix  a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  days  thereafter,  when  con¬ 
tracts  may  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded 
on  the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 

The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the 
interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  waive  technical  defects,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  to 
accept  the  bid  for  any  one  class  and  reject  all  other  classes,  if  in  his 
opinion  such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  otherwise  must  be  explained  in  proposal 
over  a  separate  signature  of  the  bidder. 

•  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  decline  to  consider  proposals  submitted  by  any  bidder 
who  has  been  in  default  on  any  existing  or  prior  contract  with  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  who  has  failed  to  perform  satisfactorily  the  requirements  of 
such  contract. 

Lack  of  commercial  standing  on  the  part  of  the  bidder,  or  inadequate 
facilities  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  contract  will  constitute  sufficient 
grounds  for  the  rejection  of  bids. 

If  a  bidder  desires  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  without 
prejudice  to  himself  by  submitting  such  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  before  (but  not  after)  the  time  fixed  for  opening. 

When  such  a  proposal  is  reached  at  the  opening  it  will  be  returned  unread 
to  the  bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  decline  to  consider  any  proposal 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  amount  required  by 
these  instructions,  together  with  a  provisional  agreement  to  the  effect  that 

if  such  a  proposal  be  accepted,  he  will  within  ten  days  execute  a  contract 

and  execute  a  bond  as  required  by  law. 

The  quantities  herein  specified  are  not  to  be  construed  as  the  quantities 
which  may  be  ordered,  but  are  set  forth  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  obtain¬ 
ing  a  basis  on  which  to  compute  bids.  Contractors  must  furnish  the  quan¬ 
tity  which  may  be  needed,  whether  more  or  less  than  the  amount  mentioned, 
in  such  quantities  as  the  State  may  elect. 

Bidders  must  file  with  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  samples  of  each 
item  which  they  propose  to  furnish  under  contract. 

The  description  herein  of  particular  brands  or  numbers  of  goods  is 
in  no  case  to  be  interpreted  as  preventing  the  submission  of  goods  of 
equal  quality  of  other  makes  or  brands,  nor  as  preventing  the  awarding  of 
the  contract  for  the  furnishing  of  goods  of  makes,  brands,  or  numbers 
different  from  the  samples  on  file. 

Shipments  must  be  packed  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent  damage  in 
transit. 

Each  bid  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  material  must  be  in  writing, 

enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope  having  indorsed  thereon,  “Proposal  of . 

. whose  address  is . for . ”  Filling 

in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the  designa- 
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tion  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00  o’clock 
p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

Each  proposal  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thous¬ 
and  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  and  each  proposal  the  total  of  which  is  more 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
certified  check  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000).  Certified 
check  must  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  H.  L.  Williamson,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing. 

All  proposals  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement, 
under  seal,  executed  by  the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted 
and  if  he  shall  fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the 
time  and  conditioned  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of 
such  certified  check  will  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  and  may  be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages.

At  the  time  fixed  for  publicly  awarding  contracts  the  Superintendent

The  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  may 
reject  any  and  all  bids.  Within  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of  any  bid 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  contract  to  be  prepared  and 
entered  into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State  of  Illinois,  with  the 
approval  thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such  bidder,  setting  forth 
fully  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  work  specified  is  to  be  per¬ 
formed.  Such  bidder  shall  at  the  time  execute  a  bond  in  a  penal  sum  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
(but  not  to  exceed  $10,000),  payable  to  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
with  not  less  than  two  sureties,  who  shall  be  responsible  freeholders  of  this 
State  and  who  shall  testify  under  oath  that  they  are  each  worth  over  and 
above  all  debts  and  property  exempt  from  execution  an  amount  equal  to  the 
amount  named  as  a  penalty  in  such  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  duties  required  of  him  by  law  and  by  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  of  his  contract.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Printing  and  the  Governor. 

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected  the  certified  check  and  the  pro¬ 
visional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returnd  to  him  with¬ 
out  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  provisional  agreement  of  each 
successful  bidder  shall  be  retained  until  such  bidder  has  entered  into  a  con¬ 
tract  and  furnished  the  bond  required  of  him,  then  such  certified  check  and 
provisional  agreement  shall  be  returned;  but  if  such  successful  bidder  shall 


fail  to  enter  into  a  contract  and  furnish  the  bond  required  of  him  within  the 
time  required  herein,  then,  and  in  either  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  certified  check  and  cover  the  same 
into  the  State  treasury. 

Verification  of  Accounts.  Every  bill  for  material  furnished  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  who  shall  carefully  examine 
and  compare  the  same  with  the  contract  for  furnishing  such  materials  and 
the  vouchers  and  orders  relating  thereto.  If  any  error  is  found  in  the 
account  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  correct  the  same  and  return 
the  account  to  the  contractor.  If  the  account  is  found  to  be  correct,  or 
when  it  has  been  corrected,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  Governor  for  approval.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by 
the  Governor,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for 
the  payment  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill,  the  matter  shall  be  de¬ 
termined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor  as  against  the  State  who  for  that 
purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert.

ANYWHERE  IN  THE  STATE  OF  ILLINOIS. 

Proposals  will  be  received  until  5  o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919, 
at  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  in  the  Capitol, 
Springfield,  Illinois,  for  contracts  to  furnish  the  various  classes  of  printing  and 
binding,  which  printing  and  binding  may  be  done  and  performed  anywhere  in 
the  State  of  Illinois,  for  the  period  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1919,  to  and  in¬ 
cluding  the  30th  day  of  June,  1921. 

Separate  bids  are  solicited  for  each  class  or  sub-class  of  articles  to  be  fur¬ 
nished  or  work  to  be  done,  and  each  of  such  class  or  sub-class  shall  be  let  under 
a  separate  contract. 

The  Governor  and  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  shall  thereupon 
fix  a  time  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  when  contracts 
will  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the 
same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read.  The  award  of  contracts  will 
be  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the  interests  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  proposals. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  reserves  the  right,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  bids  for  separate  classes 
or  sub-classes  if  in  his  opinion  such  action  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

Each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500),  and  each  bid  the  total  amount  of  which  is  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  or  more,  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Each  bid  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  under  seal, 
executed  by  the  bidder,  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and  if  he  shall 
fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and  conditioned 
as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such  certified 
check  shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  may  be 
retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages.

Classification.  The  binding  for  the  State  shall  be  divided  into  five 
classes,  as  follows,  viz: 

First — The  folding,  sewing  and  trimming  of  the  laws  and  journals 
and  the  binding  thereof  in  buckram  with  substantial  tar  board  or  bind- 
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er’s  board  sides,  and  any  required  title  stamped  in  gold  or  ink,  as  required, 
on  the  backs  shall  constitute  the  first  class. 

Second — The  folding,  sewing  and  trimming  of  the  laws  and  journals 
and  the  binding  thereof  in  full  law  sheep  or  buckram  with  No.  20  tar  board 
or  binder’s  board  sides  and  any  required  title  stamped  in  gold  or  ink, 
as  required,  on  the  backs,  shall  constitute  the  second  class. 

Third — The  folding,  sewing  and  trimming  of  the  reports  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  departments  and  public  institutions,  and  the  binding  thereof  in  cloth 
and  binder’s  or  cloth  board  sides,  with  title  and  any  required  ornament 
embossed  in  gold  on  the  backs  and  blank  fillets  on  the  sides,  shall  con¬ 
stitute  the  third  class. 

Fourth — The  folding,  stitching  and  trimming  of  reports  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  or  either  House  thereof  and  other  documents,  and  the  bind¬ 
ing  of  said  reports  in  paper  covers,  shall  constitute  the  fourth  class. 

Fifth — In  this  class  shall  be  included  the  printing,  ruling,  and  bind¬ 
ing  and  other  necessary  operations  of  all  ledgers,  journals,  cashbooks,  war¬ 
rant  books,  invoice  books,  fee  books,  or  blank  books  of  whatsoever  size  or 
style  required  by  any  of  the  State’s  departments;  also  the  tipping  in  of  maps, 
plates,  exhibits,  and  similar  work;  also  ail  other  binding  or  work  not  usually 
performed  in  the  preceding  classes. 

The  five  classes  of  binding  shall  be  let  under  one  contract 

Printing  Paper.  Paper  for  the  manufacturing  of  blank  books,  check 
books,  end  sheets,  cover  paper,  etc.,  shall  be  provided  by  the  State  in  sheets 
of  size  and  character  prescribed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  needed,  deliver  to  the  contractor  paper  for  the  printing  which  such 
contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do;  shall  take  from  such  contractor 
a  receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  contract  such  contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  all  paper  then  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  State. 
The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  take  a  note  of  the  paper  so  returned. 
If  it  is  found  that  any  of  the  paper  delivered  to  the  contractor  has  been 
wasted  or  converted  to  other  use  than  that  of  the  State  the  contractor  shall 
be  charged  with  the  full  value  thereof,  together  with  a  penalty  of  50  per 
cent  (50%)  of  the  value  of  the  paper  so  used  or  wasted  and  the  amount 
shall  be  deducted  from  his  account  or  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  his 
bond.  Provided,  that  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  3  per  cent  (3%)  on  the 
cost  of  such  paper  may  be  made  for  the  usual  wastage. 

Insurance.  If  upon  the  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  paper 
is  delivered  to  any  contractor  and  accepted  by  such  contractor  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper 
so  delivered  and  accepted  shall  thereupon  cease,  and  the  contractor  shall 
thereupon  be  held  as  the  insurer  of  the  safe  keeping  of  such  paper. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  assume  all  responsibility  for  all  paper 
delivered  to  and  accepted  by  him  and  to  save  and  keep  from  all  damage  or 
loss  by  fire  or  otherwise. 

Manner  of  Binding  and  Printing.  All  binding  and  printing  shall  be 
done  under  the  general  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing.  He  shall  give  general  directions  for  the  making-up  of  matter  in 
all  classes  so  as  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  charges  in  composition  and  press- 
work,  and  the  contractor  shall  observe  such  directions. 

Contractor’s  Duties.  The  contractor  shall  execute  within  such  reason¬ 
able  time  as  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  require  and  in  a  manner 
acceptable  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  all  orders  for  binding  and 
printing  issued  to  him.  It  shall  be  incumbent  upon  any  contractor  to  supply 
such  material  and  appliances  as  are  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Printing  considered  reasonably  necessary  for  the  prompt  and  workmanlike 
execution  of  the  work. 

If  any  job  is  rejected  on  account  of  error  attributable  to  the  contractor 
he  shall  promptly  rebind  or  reprint  the  job  without  additional  charge  and 
furnish  at  his  own  cost,  charge,  and  expense  the  necessary  printing  paper  or 
other  material  or  work  therefor. 
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Any  and  all  transportation  charges  for  delivery  of  work  and  material 
shall  be  borne  by  the  contractor.  Contractor  will  be  required  to  deliver  all 
work  as  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Unreasonable  Delay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  any  contractor  for  binding  or  printing  in  any  class  shall  fail,  refuse,  or 
neglect  for  an  unreasonable  time  to  do  or  to  complete  and  deliver,  or  if  in 
his  opinion  any  contractor  can  not  do  and  complete  and  deliver  within  the 
time  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  State  any  particular  order  or  orders 
for  printing  in  any  class,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  may  award  the  contract  for  such  class  or  for  the  execution 
of  such  particular  order  or  orders  without  previous  advertisement  for  bids 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor,  and  in  case  any  contractor  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  that  any  particular 
order  or  orders  is  withdrawn  from  him  for  an  unreasonable  delay,  such 
contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing,  or  to  his  order,  printer's  copy  of  the  work  so  unreasonably  delayed. 
In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn  from  any  con¬ 
tractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  in  the 
adjustments  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow  the  contractor 
the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  completed  and 
accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  State 
by  reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fufill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  cancel 
such  contract  and,  having  done  so  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  con¬ 
tract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and  when¬ 
ever  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled,  or  any 
investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either  House 
thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  hereby 
given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  enter 
into  and  carry  out  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the  unexpired  portion 
of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  for  the 
State. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  highest  prices  that  may  be  paid  for  binding 
shall  be  as  follows: 

For  the  first  class,  per  volume,  50c,  irrespective  of  number  of  pages. 

For  the  second  class,  per  volume,  law  sheep.  $2;  buckram,  per  volume, 
50c,  irrespective  of  number  of  pages.

The  contractor  for  binding  shall  furnish  and  provide  at  his  own  cost 
and  expense,  all  material  necessary  for  doing  the  binding  of  the  State, 
except  paper  and  paper  covers. 

Binding  of  Laws,  Journals,  Etc.  Of  the  number  of  laws  and  journals 
required  to  be  printed,  5,000  copies  of  the  laws  and  1,000  copies  of  the 
journals  shall  be  bound  in  the  second  class  of  binding.  Binding  of  all  other 
books,  reports,  documents,  pamphlets,  maps,  magazines,  bulletins,  and  all 
other  printed  matter,  except  as  provided  otherwise  herein  shall  be  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

Binding  Not  Provided  For.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  to  order  the  binding  of  any  volume  or  other  work  not 
provided  for  in  this  act,  the  compensation  therefor  shall  be  proportionate  to 
the  contract  prices  under  which  similar  work  is  being  executed  by  the  con¬ 
tractor. 

Rebinding.  All  rebinding  will  be  paid  for  according  to  work  done 
and  material  required  to  do  the  work.  A  special  contract  may  be  awarded 
for  rebinding  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  it  is  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

Duties  of  Binder.  The  binder  shall  fold,  stitch,  or  sew  the  binding  of 
work  required  of  him  by  his  contract  in  a  workmanlike  manner  and  prompt¬ 
ly,  so  that  the  public  business  may  not  be  delayed,  and  shall  deliver  the  same 
at  his  own  cost,  charge  and  expense  to  the  delivery  point  designated  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing,  within  the  city  of  Springfield. 

The  best  quality  of  printing  ink,  suitable  for  the  character  of  the  work 
being  executed  shall  be  used  in  the  presswork.  The  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on  what  grade  of  printing  ink 
shall  be  used  in  the  work  of  any  particular  class,  order,  or  orders. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  specifica¬ 
tions  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does  not 
conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within  itself. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the  pro¬ 
visions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of  the 
possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  tools,  machinery,  equipment,  and 
resources,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  efficiently 
carry  out  the  terms  of  contract. 

Careful,  neat,  and  workmanlike  printing,  binding  or  other  necessary 
operations  will  be  required  and  demanded.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing 
reserves  the  right  to  pass  final  judgment  on  what  constitutes  satisfactory 
work. 

The  contractor  must  be  prepared  and  equipped  to  do  and  perform  all 
the  work  contracted  for  in  his  own  premises,  and  no  part  of  the  work  con¬ 
tracted  for  may  be  sublet  or  performed  in  any  other  plant  or  establishment, 
nor  shall  any  assignment  of  contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  permitted  with¬ 
out  the  written  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  to  any  person  holding  any  State  office  in  this 
State  or  a  seat  in  the  Ceneral  Assembly,  or  to  any  person  employed  in  any 
of  the  offices  of  the  State  Government  or  the  wife  of  a  Stpte  officer,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  employee  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  State 
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officer,  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  wife  of  employee  as  aforesaid 
become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  succh  contract,  under  penalty 
of  forfeiting  such  contract  and  being  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  ($1,000). 

Any  person  who  shall  offer  to  pay  any  person  any  money  or  other  valu¬ 
able  thing  to  induce  such  person  not  to  bid  for  a  State  contract  or  as  a 
recompense  to  him  for  not  having  bid  for  such  contract  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Any  person  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for 
not  bidding  for  a  State  contract  or  who  shall  withhold  a  bid  in  consideration 
of  the  promise  for  the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  peni¬ 
tentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Each  bid  for  binding  shall  specify  the  prices  at  which  the  bidder  will 
do  each  kind  of  work  and  bids  will  be  computed  on  the  bases  as  shown  in 
the  subjoined  proposal  blank.  No  contract  wTill  be  let  for  doing  any  of  the 
binding  for  the  State  at  a  rate  higher  than  is  specified  in  the  accompanying 
schedule  of  maximum  prices.

office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00  o’clock  p.  m.  on 
Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

Each  proposal  for  bookbinding  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  payable  to  the  order  of  Frank  I. 
Bennett,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings.  Each 
proposal  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,  under  seal, 
executed  by  the  bidder  to  the  effect  that  if  such  bid  be  accepted  and  he  shall 
fail  to  execute  a  contract  and  execute  a  bond  within  the  time  and  conditioned 
as  required  by  law,  then,  and  in  either  such  case,  the  amount  of  such  certified 
check  shall  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  may 
be  retained  by  the  State  as  and  for  liquidated  damages.

In  his  bill  the  contractor  shall  name  each  job  printed 
or  bound,  the  number  of  copies  of  each  job  printed  or  bound,  the  number

Verification  of  Accounts.  Every  bill  for  work  done  or  material  fur¬ 
nished  shall  be  presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  who  shall 
carefully  examine  and  compare  the  same  with  the  contract  for  such  work 
or  the  furnishing  of  such  materials  and  the  vouchers  and  orders  relating 
thereto.

Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by  the  Governor,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac¬ 
counts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment  thereof  out  of  any  moneys 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill  for  printing,  or  binding, 
the  matter  shall  be  determined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor,  as  against 
the  State,  who  for  that  purpose,  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  com¬ 
petent  expert.

delay,  such  contractor  shall  at  once,  on  demand,  deliver  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Printing,  or  to  his  order,  original  copy  of  the  order  so  unreaon- 
ably  delayed.  In  case  any  particular  order  or  orders  shall  be  withdrawn 
from  any  contractor  for  an  unreasonable  delay  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  in  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  such  contractor  may  allow  the 
contractor  the  contract  price  of  so  much  of  such  order  as  may  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  accepted,  deducting  therefrom  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained 
by  the  State  by  reason  of  such  unreasonable  delay. 

Cancelling  Contracts.  If  any  contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  in  whole 
or  in  part  to  fulfill  his  contract  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  may  can¬ 
cel  such  contract,  and  having  done  so.  shall  notify  the  contractor  in  writing 
specifying  his  reason  for  so  doing.  He  shall  also  notify  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  in  writing  of  such  refusal  or  failure  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  suit  on  the  bond  of  such  contractor  and 
prosecute  the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  is  given  full  power  and  authority,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  suspend,  declare  void,  or  cancel  any  State 
contract  entered  into  by  him  whenever  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  such 
contract  was  obtained  by  fraud,  conspiracy,  or  other  unlawful  means,  and 
whenever  any  such  contract  is  so  held  to  be  void,  suspended,  or  cancelled, 
or  any  investigation  thereof  is  being  had  by  the  General  Assembly  or 
either  House  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  Gover¬ 
nor,  to  enter  into  and  carry  oat  any  new  contract  or  contracts  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  period  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  for  the 
best  interests  for  the  State. 

Maximum  Prices.  The  maximum  price  of  all  stationery  supplies ,  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  State  shall  be  five  per  cent  (5%)  greater  than  the  market 
price  of  such  stationery  supplies  at  wholesale  in  the  city  of  Chicago  at  the 
time  of  making  the  contract,  and  no  contract  shall  be  made  at  any  higher 
rate. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  reduce  his  prices  to  the  State  at 
any  time  when  the  market  price  in  Chicago  at  wholesale,  of  the  various 
supplies,  etc.,  on  which  the  bidder  contracts  to  sell  to  the  State  shall  fall 
below  the  prices  quoted  herein,  to  a  price  wTrich  shall  be  not  more  than 
five  per  cent  (5 %)  greater  than  the  wholesale  market  price  of  such  sup¬ 
plies,  etc.,  in  Chicago. 

Acceptance.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  compare  every  lot 
of  stationery  supplies  delivered  by  any  contractor  with  the  standard  of 
quality  fixed  upon  by  him,  and  shall  not  accept  any  supplies  which  do 
not  conform  to  the  standard  so  fixed  in  every  particular. 

In  case  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Superintendent  of  Print¬ 
ing  and  any  contractor  concerning  stationery  supplies  received  or  the 
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quality  thereof,  the  matter  shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor  who  may 
call  to  his  assistance  a  disinterested  expert  and  the  decision  of  the  Gover¬ 
nor  shall  be  final  as  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Bidders  must  comply  literally  with  all  the  conditions  in  these  speci¬ 
fications  and  instructions.  No  proposal  will  be  considered  which  does  not 
conform  exactly  with  the  attached  schedule  and  is  not  complete  within 
itself. 

Bids  must  be  made  in  cents  and  decimals  with  the  total  amount  of 
the  bid  set  forth  in  the  proper  column. 

Bids  in  any  way  conditional  will  not  be  considered. 

Proposals  based  on  the  bidder’s  samples  and  not  in  conformity  with 
standard  samples  will  not  be  considered. 

Bidders  will  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  of  their  ability  to  successfully  comply  with  all  the  pro¬ 
visions  and  conditions  of  these  specifications  and  instructions  and  of 
the  possession  of  the  necessary  facilities,  equipment,  and  resources,  pe¬ 
cuniary  and  otherwise,  necessary  to  properly  and  efficiently  carry  out 
the  terms  of  contract. 

No  part  of  the  contract  may  be  sublet,  nor  shall  any  assignment  of 
contract  in  part  or  in  whole  be  permitted  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing. 

No  contract  shall  be  let  to  any  person  holding  any  State  office  in  this 
State  or  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  person  employed  in  any 
of  the  offices  of  the  State  Government  or  the  wife  of  a  State  officer,  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  employee  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any 
State  officer,  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  wife  of  employee  as 
aforesaid  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  such  contract, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiting  such  contract  and  being  fined  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Any  person  who  shall  offer  to  pay  to  any  person  any  money  or  other 
valuable  thing  to  induce  such  person  not  to  bid  for  a  State  contract 
or  as  a  recompense  to  him  for  not  having  bid  for  such  contract  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Any  person  who  shall  accept  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for  not 
bidding  for  a  State  contract  or  who  shall  withhold  a  bid  in  consideration 
of  the  promise  for  the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
penitentiary  not  longer  than  three  years. 

Proposals  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  at,  or 
before,  the  time  set  for  opening.  No  consideration  will  be  given  to  any  pro¬ 
posal  received  at  a  later  hour  or  day,  whatever  may  be  the  cause. 

The  Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon  fix 
a  time,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  days  thereafter,  when  contracts 
may  be  publicly  awarded,  or  such  contracts  may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the 
same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly  read. 

The  award  of  contracts  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Printing, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders  for  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  whose  bids  are  in  conformity  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  proposals. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  to  waive  technical  defects,  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  or  to 
accept  the  bid  for  any  one  class  and  reject  all  other  classes,  if  in  his  opinion 
such  action  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  otherwise  must  be  explained  in  proposal  over 
a  separate  signature  of  the  bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  reserves  the  right,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  to  decline  to  consider  proposals  submitted  by  any  bidder  who 
has  been  in  default  on  any  existing  or  prior  contract  with  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  who  has  failed  to  perform  satisfactorily  the  requirements  of 
such  contract. 
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Lack  of  commercial  standing  on  the  part  of  the  bidder,  or  inadequate 
facilities  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  contract  will  constitute  sufficient 
grounds  for  the  rejection  of  bids. 

If  a  bidder  desires  to  withdraw  his  proposal  he  may  do  so  without  preju¬ 
dice  to  himself  by  submitting  such  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Printing  before  (but  not  after)  the  time  fixed  for  opening.  When 
such  a  proposal  is  reached  at  the  opening  it  will  be  returned  unread  to  the 
bidder. 

The  Superintendent  of  Printing  will  decline  to  consider  any  proposal 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  amount  required  by 
these  instructions,  together  with  a  provisional  agreement  to  the  effect  that 
if  such  proposal  be  accepted,  he  will  within  ten  days  execute  a  contract  and 
execute  a  bond  as  required  by  law.

Shipments  must  be  packed  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent  damage  in 
transit. 

Each  bid  for  doing  work  or  furnishing  material  must  be  in  writing,  en¬ 
closed  in  a  sealed  envelope  having  indorsed  thereon,  “Proposal  of .

Filling  in  the  blanks  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  bidders  and  the 
designation  of  the  work  or  materials  for  which  the  bid  is  made,  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  on  or  before  5:00 
o’clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  June  17,  1919. 

Each  proposal  the  total  amount  of  which  is  less  than  twenty-five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ( $25,000 )  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  and  each  proposal  the  total  of  which  is  more 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certi¬ 
fied  check  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000).  Certified  check 
must  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  H.  L.  Williamson,  Superintendent 
or  Printing. 

All  proposals  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  provisional  agreement,

The  Governor  and  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Printing  shall  thereupon  fix  a  time  which  shall  be  not  later  than 
ten  (10)  days  thereafter  when  contracts  will  be  awmrded.  Such  contracts 
may  be  publicly  awarded  on  the  same  day  that  bids  are  opened  and  publicly 
read. 

At  the  time  fixed  for  publicly  awarding  contracts  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  publicly  award  the  contract 
for  each  class  of  work  to  be  done  or  materials  to  be  furnished  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  taking  bond  from  him  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Printing,  but  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000),  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract.

Within  ten  days  after  the  acceptance  of  any  bid  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  cause  a  contract  to  be  prepared  and  entered 
into  by  himself  as  representing  the  State  of  Illinois,  with  the  approval 
thereon  in  writing  of  the  Governor,  and  such  bidder,  setting  forth  fully  the 
terms  and  conditions  under  -which  the  work  specified  is  to  be  performed.

If  for  any  reason  a  bid  shall  be  rejected  the  certified  check  and  the  pro¬ 
visional  agreement  deposited  by  such  bidder  shall  be  returned  to  him  with¬ 
out  unnecessary  delay.  The  certified  check  and  provisional  agreement  of 
each  successful  bidder  shall  be  retained  until  such  bidder  has  entered  into

If  any  error  is  found  in  the  account 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  correct  the  same  and  return  the  account 
to  the  contractor.  If  the  account  is  found  to  be  correct,  or  when  it  has  been 
corrected,  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Gover¬ 
nor  for  approval.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bill  by  the  Governor,  the  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment  thereof  out  of 
any  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appropriated  for  that  pur¬ 
pose. 

If  any  conflict  of  opinion  shall  occur  between  the  Superintendent  of 
Printing  and  the  contractor  concerning  any  bill,  the  matter  shall  be 
determined  and  adjusted  by  the  Governor  as  against  the  State  who  for 
that  purpose  may  call  to  his  aid  and  assistance  a  competent  expert. 

Special  Quotations.  The  Superintendent  of  Printing,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Governor,  may  ask  for  special  quotations  for  supplies  in  large 
quantities  whenever  it  is  considered  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
State  so  to  do.
